ARMY GENERAL ORDERS AND BULLETINS. 

. G.O. 30, FEB. 27, 1919, WAR DEPT. 

I.—Schools of instruction at auxiliary remount depots.— 
The first sentence of the second paragraph of Sec. IV, G.O. 
No, 82, W.D., 1918, is amended to read as follows: 

The course in horseshoeing will cover a period of four 
months; for teamsters, packers and saddlers the course will 
cover a period of two months. 

1I.—Commutation of quarters.—Par. 1, Sec. II, G.O. No. 
106, W.D., 1918, is amended to read as follows: — 

I1.—Officers assigned to duty within the territorial jurisdiction 
of the United States and stationed at permanent posts under 
conditions which make is impracticable to furnish them at Gov- 
ernment expense with their authorized allowance of quarters, 
or when assignment to such duty at such post is obviously for 
so short a period that it would not be practicable for such of 
these officers having dependents to establish their dependents at 
such posts, such officers shall, upon their requests, be consid- 
ered as on field duty within the meaning of the act of April 16, 
1918. 

Il1I.—Survey of temporarily acquired property before sur- 
render to owners.—1. Before the possession of any property, 
the temporary use of which has been uisitioned, condemned, 
acquired by lease, or informally occupied in anticipation of 
formal acquisition by the United States, is surrendered to the 
owner or person entitled to ossession, there shall be made, by 
persons of such qualifications, training and experience as will 
enable them to qualify as expert witnesses in the event of liti- 
gation, a careful survey and examination of such property, and 
a detailed inventory taken of all changes made while it was in 
possession of the United States, with an estimate of the cost of 
restoring the property to like conditions as when possession of 
it was taken by the United States; and if restoration is net 
possible or practicable an estimate will be made of the actual 
injury done while in the possession of the United States. 

2. The rsons making such survey, inventory and estimate 
shall each attach to both the original and duplicate a separate, 


brief recital of his qualifications, training and experience in 
relation to the sabject involved in the survey, together with a 
record of his present and permanent address, so that reference 
may be made thereto in event of future litigation or contro- 
versy. In all cases where, at the time of taking possession of 
any such property by the United States, no survey and exami- 
nation was made and recorded, showing the condition of the 
property at the time possession was taken by the United States, 
there shall be taken without delay, by persons of such qualifi- 
cations, training and experience as will enable them to qualify 
as expert witnesses in the event of litigation, a careful survey 
and examination of such property, and a report showing as 
nearly as may be the condition thereof at the time possession 
was taken by the Government. ; 

3. The inventories, estimates, reports and memoranda re- 
quired hereby shall be made in duplicate, the originals to be 
transmitted to the chief of the bureau, division dr department 
which occupied or employed the property, and the duplicates to 
be transmitted to the facilities department, Purchase, Storage 
and Traffic Division of the General Staff. 

IV.—Relates to the control of motor vehicles and publishes 
an interpretation of Genera] Orders No. 75, War Department, 
1918. ’ 





G.O. 29, FEB. 26, 1919, WAR DEPT.

French army—Col. Louis Remond. While serving as chief 
of the French Artillery Mission to the United States. 

Lieut, Col. Edouard J. Requin. While serving as the per- 


sonal representative of Marshals Joffre and Foch and a special 
delegate of the French General Staff to the United States. 

Major Leopold Pierre de Montal. While serving as the liaison 
officer between the embassy, the High Commission of France 
and the War Department. 

British army—Lieut. Col. H. Arthur Pakenham, O.M.G., 

General Staff. While serving as the liaison officer between 
the British and American intelligence services. 
. Major Walter Miller, Canadian forces. While serving as the 
liaison officer between the British Embassy, the Ministry of 
Militia and Defense, Dominion of Canada, and the War De 
partment. 





G.O. 33, MARCH 3, 1919, WAR DEPT. 
Publishes instructions relating to the operation of “War De 
partment Claims Board” and “United States Liquidation Com- 


mission.” 





G.O. 36, MARCH 10, 1919, WAR DEPT. 

I.—Publishes an executive order which announces that the 
Panama Canal and all its adjuncts, appendants and appurte- 
nances, including the entire control and government of the 
Canal Zone, which has been under the jurisdiction and author- 
ity of the officer of the Army commanding the United States 
troops stationed in the Canal Zone, is terminated and the 
executive order of April 9, 1917, is no longer in force. 

1I.—Transfer of enlisted men of the Signal Corps to the 
Quartermaster Corps.—1. Under the provisions of Sec. II, Gen 
eral Orders No. 10, War Department, 1919, only those enlisted 
men of the Signal Corps who are on duty in connection with 
a Corps supply should be transferred to the Quartermaster 

orps. 

2. Any enlisted men of the Signal Corps transferred to the 
Quartermaster Corps under the provisions of Sec. II, General 
Orders No. 10, War Department, 1919, who were on any duty 
other than in connection with Signal Corps supply will be 
retransferred immediately to the Signal Corps. ; 





BULLETIN 8, FEB. 28, 1919, WAR DEPT. 
Publishes the following instructions, previously published in 
certain War Department numbered circulars for the month of 
February, 1919: 
Preparation of property and equipment to be turned in as 
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organizations are demobilized; rations for convalescent enlisted 
men; return of state property in possession of units; payment 
of bills of demobilized units; shipment of household goods for 
officers on discharge; official correspondence. 


BULLETIN 10, MARCH 8, 1919, WAR DEPT. 

I.—Deserters from the United States Army who later joined 
the forces of cobelligerents——-Any man who deserted from the 
United States Army before the United States entered the 
war and joined the forces of one of the cobelligerents against 
Germany is guilty of desertion. Such a man, on returning to 
this country, should surrender himself to the military authori- 
ties. The War Department does not promise such men any im- 
munity or leniency as a maatter of right or general amnesty. 
However, the officer concerned having general court-martial ju- 
risdiction should make very careful investigation to determine 
whether such soldier may be properly restored to duty without 
trial or to what extent, if any, leniency should .be shown. If 
such soldier left the United States Army prior to the declara- 
tion of war against Germany by the United States with a clean 
record, save for leaving it in order to join the forces of a co- 
belligerent, and did join such forces and received an honorable 
discharge therefrom, the presumption that he should be restored 
to duty without trial is strong. Each individual case, however, 
must be considered on its merits. Each man must return and 
surrender himself to military jurisdiction before his case will be 
considered at all, and even if the man surrenders himself, the 
Government is under no obligation to restore him to duty with- 
out trial, or if it should bring him to trial, to treat him with 
special clemency. 

In case of a man ordered restored to duty without trial by 
the competent authority, he will be held to serve out the time 
of the full original enlistment period for which he contracted. 
Any soldier deserting from the United States Army subsequently 
to the declaration of war against Germany by the United States 
is not entitled to any consideration because he later joined the 
forces of one of the cobelligerents against Germany, 

1I.—Post exchanges to pay floor tax on tobacco.—This para- 
graph publishes an approved opinion of the J.A.G, of the Army, 
which means an increase of taxation as represented ordinarily 
by internal-revenue stamps affixed to the packages, and as Gov- 
ernment agencies, such as: post exchanges, are not entitled to 
purchase cigars and cigarettes, or other tobacco products, free 
from the internal-revenue tax as represented by the usual 
stamps thereon, such agencies are, in the opinion of this office, 
required to pay the so-called floor tax under consideration. It 
is not an occupational or dealer’s tax as to which Government 
agencies are exempt, under the decision in the Dugan case (34 
Ct. Cls., 458), but a tax on the articles sold. See Digest of 
Opinions, J.A.G., 1912-1917, page 459.

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RETENTION OF CLASS THREE OFFICERS. 


The following circular, issued by the War Department 
on March 31, gives complete information as to the reten- 
tion in the Service of officers placed in class three. The 
circular points out that “‘the election of an officer to re- 
main in class three is a matter of considerable impor- 
tance to the individual,” and therefore the text should 
be studied by all officers affected since it presents the 
whole matter in clear detail: 


CIRCULAR 148, MARCH 27, 1919, WAR DEPT. 
Information as to Retention in the Service of Officers Placed in 
Class Three. 

1. At the beginning of demobilization instructions were is- 
sued dividing emergency officers into classes according to their 
desires and suitability for future service. Officers of the third 
class were those officers desiring and found qualified for future 
appointment in the Regular Army, should legislation provide 
an increase in the Permanent Establishment. This is to be the 
last class of officers discharged. Subsequently boards of offi- 
cers were conyened wherever possible to determine the suit- 
ability of Class 3 emergency officers for retention with a view 
to appointment in the Permanent Establishment. 

2. During the period of classification of officers it was uncer- 
tain whether present law requiring that officers in the various 
staff corps of the Army be provided by details from the line 
would or would not be embodied in new legislation. Applica- 
tions for appointment in all arms and branches of the Army 
were therefore received and examining boards were not limited 
to the line of the Army in passing upon the fitness of appli- 
cants. The applications for future examination with a view 
to appointment in the Permanent Establishment now on file 
consist therefore of approved applicants for practically all 
branches of the present Army. Due to uncertainty as to 
future legislation, no maximum age limit has been set for 
applicants for appointment in the Permanent Establishment. 

3. In December, 1918, instruction¢ were published that offi- 
cers of Class 3 would not be discharged but, when they became 
surplus, would be reported to the War Department with a 
view to their assignment where needed. Practically all officers 
of this class are therefore still in the Service. Their retention 
is contemplated so long as there is need for their services, but 
is) in ne way to increase the total number of officers held in 
service. 

4. As no legislation concerning the Permanent Establishment 
has been enacted, and as there appears to be no prospett of 
any such legislation in the immediate future, many matters 
pertaining to the future appointment of Class 3 officers in the 
Permanent Establishment are still in doubt. The election of 
an officer to remain in Class 3 is a matter of considerable im- 
portance to the individual and each officer is advised to con- 
sider fully the following matters in arriving at his decision 
whether to continue as a Class 3 officer or request reclassi- 
— with a view to discharge when his services can be 
spared: 

a. In the classification of an officer there is no promise ex- 

pressed or implied that he will receive a future appointment 
in the Permanent Establishment. It is the hope of the War 
Department that such officers will be made a preferred class 
in filling such vacancies, if any, as future legislation may 
provide, 
_b. The appointment of such officers in the Permanent Estab- 
lishment must be subject to their eligibility under such legis- 
lation as may hereafter be enacted. Examinations for ap- 
Pointment in the past have been academic as well as practical 
in order to establish the ability of the appointee to meet the 
Tequireements of the military service in the matter of pro- 
fessional education and improvement. 

c. The present system of commissioning all officers in the 
Cavalry Field Artillery, Coast Artillery, Infantry, Engineers 
or Medical Department and the filling of vacancies in other 
staff corps by a temporary detail from time to time of officers 
of the above branches (Medical Department excepted) may or 
may not be continued. An officer who has been found suitable 
for appointment in one of the above branches or for appoint- 
ment in either one of the above branches or a staff corps bas 
therefore a much greater chance of appointment than an officer 
ba has been found suitable for appointment in the staff corps 
oniy. 

d. In the absence of legislation should the number of Class 3 
Officers in service become in excess of the number required 
for duty, the discharge of surplus Class 3 officers will in the 
interests of economy become necessary. Should such officers 
be discharged, their applications if they 80 desire will be 
retained on file for consideration should future legislation pro- 
vide vacancies to be filled in the Permanent Establishment.

e. During the emergency officers have, in general, been ad- 
vanced to grades above those which they could expect to hold 
under normal 4@onditions and a general reduction in grade of 
Class 3 officers upon entering the Permanent Establishment 
therefore appears probable. Regulations governing the grade 
to which officers are to be appointed and their relative rank 
in such grade have not been and cannot be formulated until 
legislation authorizing appointments is enacted. While due 
credit will be given for service rendered during the war, offi- 
cers cannot expect to retain the grades attained by them 
under war conditions. 

f. Should legislation for an increase in the Permanent Es- 
tablishment not be enacted or be unduly delayed, the discharge 
of all officers holding emergency commissions may become nec: 
essary. Under present law the emergency Army will go out 
of existence four months after proclamation by the President 
announcing the treaty of peace. The War Department has 
submitted a bill providing for a Permanent Establishment of 
approximately 500,000 enlisted men and 28,000 officers, thereby 
indicating the opinion of the Department as to size of’ the 
Establishment believed necessary. Action upon the matter 
having been indefinitely delayed, all officers who have been 
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classified with a view to filling these vacancies must fully 
realize that economies forced upon the Department may require 
their discharge at any time regardleess of the desire to hold 
them in service with a view to examination for appointment. 

5. Many letters are being received in the War Department 
indorsing officers for future appointment in the Permanent 
Establishment. In general, such letters are from persons not 
in military service and have but little bearing on the mental, 
moral or professional fitness of the candidate. Such letters 
are filed with the officer’s application, but can have no effect 
upon his application unless pertinent to his qualifications and 
from a writer in position to know the qualifications of the 
candidate. Officers should therefore refrain from increasing 
the work of the Department by causing letters in their behalf 
to be forwarded unless such letters are of real value in 
determining the fitness of the officer. In general, the writers 
of such letters apparently do not understand that the War 
Department is being requested to appoint the candidate to a 
vacancy that has not yet been created and that can only be 
created by legislation increasing the size of the Permanent 
Establishment. There are no vacancies in the present Per- 
manent Establishment to be filled at this time and should there 
be any in the future in the absence of new legislation they 
must necessarily be filled by appointments in the lowest grades 
and subject to conditions of existing law. There is no pro- 
vision of law for transfers of officers from the emergency 
Army to the Permanent Establishment.

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CONTROLLING DISCHARGE OF PERSONNEL. 


The War Department has issued a circular relating 
to the control of discharge of personnel authorizing de- 
partment commanders and commanding officers of camps, 
posts or stations to take final action in the case of all 
men under their command to the end of discharging all 
men from the military service as rapidly as they can be 
spared who were drafted or who enlisted for the period 
of the emergency. The circular reads: 

CIRCULAR 152, MARCH 28, 1919, WAR DEPT. 
Control of Discharge of Personnel 

1. Department commanders and commanding officers of 
camps, posts or stations not under the jurisdiction of depart- 
ment commanders are authorized to take final action in the 


eases. of all men under their command which come-under the 
provisions of Circular No. 77, War Dept., 1918, as amended. 

2. When such men belong to an organization of a staff corps 
or department, the commanding officers of such organizations 
will be consulted and due consideration will be given to their 
recommendations as to whether or not such men can be spared. 

8. Department commanders and commanding officers of 
camps, posts or stations not under department commanders 
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area charged with the responsibility of reducing the personnel 
of their respective commands under current general and special 
War Department instructions. In this connection they will 
consult zone supply officers and the other proper representa 
tives of staff corps and departments with reference to the 
discharge or disposition of men whose duties are performed 
under the supervision of such representatives. The needs of 
each staff corps and department will receive due consideration, 

4. The attention of all is again directed to the importance 
of discharging from the military service, as rapidly as they 
can be spared, all men drafted or enlisted only for the period 
of the emergency. The principles of Circular No. 77, War 
Dept., 1918, as amended, will be observed as a guide in de. 
termining the order of merit of men for discharge in organiza 
tions in which a certain number of men must be retained, but 
the lack of reasons for discharge under that circular will not 
operate to prevent the discharge of a man who can be spared, 
who desires discharge, and who otherwise is eligible therefor 

5. In case it becomes necessary to utilize any camp, post or 
station for storage or other appropriate staff corps purpdses, 
to an extent which will require the retention of men or an 
increase to a specified number of men in any staff corps or 
department organization, beyond the number required for the 
normal operation of the camp, post or station during demobili 
zation, the chief of the staff corps or department concerned 
will communicate this fact, and his recommendations with 
reference to personnel, through The Adjutant General of the 
Army to the department, camp, post or station commander 
concerned.

ADMIRAL GLEAVES ON MERCHANT MARINE. 


Vice Admiral Albert Gleaves, U.S.N., in an address 
made at a dinner given at the Hotel Commodore, New 
York city, on March 28 by the Merchant Marine League, 
in speaking on “The Necessary Relation Between the 
Merchant Marine and the Navy,” said, in part: 

“It would appear neither wise nor expedient to at- 
tempt to place our new merchant marine exclusively 
under either Government private control. For the 
time being, at least, a combination of these controls 
would appear necessary. At present we have an enor- 
mous merchant marine, either built or building, for 
which some $3,000,000,000 have been spent. Practically 
all of this money has been spent by the Government, 
and the Government now owns the larger part of the 
entire deep sea merchant tonnage of the United States. 
During the war nearly all this tonnage was operated by 
the Navy and the Shipping Board, in the service of the 
War Department, in the transportation of troops and 
supplies to the American Expeditionary Force. The 
requirements of the War Department are rapidly dimin- 
ishing and as fast as possible this merchant tonnage is 
being released. The problem before us is to ascertain 
just what is the best method for operating our great 
merchant marine. The logical conclusion seems _ to 


or 


be that during the present emergency and until private @ 


concerns are ready to take over and operate this enor- 
mous tonnage the Government owned ships should be 
manned by the Navy. The Navy Department machin- 
ery is probably better adapted for this purpose than any 
the Shipping Board might be able to improvise. 

“Perhaps it is not generally appreciated that the 
Navy is now successfully operating a total of 387 deep 
sea merchant ships. Of these ninety-four of the largest 
are in the force under my command, carrying troops, 
and totaling about one and one-quarter millions gross 
tons. In the Naval Overseas Transportation Service are 
293 cargo steamers, totaling about one million gross 
tons. The Navy is now successfully operating a grand 
total of shipping of about two and one-quarter millions 
gross tons. 

“At the present time, it is 
are sufficient merchant sailors in the United States to 
man all the vessels owned by the Government. There- 
fore, naval operation is a necessity, certainly for the 
present, and possibly for some time to come, and it is 
believed that this should not in any way be detrimental 
to or unfairly competitive with the privately owned and 
privately operated ships. 

“I would suggest as a connecting link between the 
merchant marine and the Navy it might be well to re- 
tain a few lines of fast mail steamers manned by a 
regularly enlisted auxiliary naval personnel, these steam- 
ers to be so constructed and their crews so drilled that in 
an emergency they would be immediately available for 
war service as scout cruisers. Whatever the details of 
policy finally decided upon, in any event it is certain 
that the Navy and the merchant marine must remain 
closely related. The experience of the war has driven 
home the essential value of a prosperous merchant marine 
as a national naval reserve.”

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A DEFINITE ARMY ORGANIZATION OF 509,904. 


The statement by Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of 
Staff, U.S.A., printed on page 1086 of this issue, of the 
complete organization of 509,904 men as an Army of 
five corps, comprising twenty divisions of Infantry and 
one of Cavalry, hardly had the element of surprise to 
well-informed Army circles. The proposed bill for the 
reorganization of the Army submitted by the War De- 
partment to the Sixty-fifth Congress set forth the scheme 
which has now taken form in this “actual organization.” 
The new feature of the scheme now unfolded, which is 
pleasurably surprising is that of the numerical designa- 
tion of the divisions. The origin of this plan was, of 
course, the General Staff; but the officer who suggested 
it is none the less_a genius. To perpetuate the numeri- 

* cal designations of divisions whose battle records in the 
world war are a source of intense pride to the Ameri- 
can people is a splendid means,of cementing that pride. 
in keeping alive the history of the fighting prowess of 
the American Expeditionary Force. To establish per- 
manent headquarters for each division, corresponding to 
the locale of the units composing the original fighting 
divisions which made history for American arms under 
the command of General Pershing, will without doubt 
win the whole-hearted support of the country at large, 
and the enthusiastic championship of the localities 
favored. with permanently establighed. divisional -head- 
quarters. On that.score alone it would seem that the 
War Department is assured of popular support for this 
scheme—which is, moreover, admirable of itself aside 
from any purpose there may have been in its origin 
to win warm regard for and wider interest in the 
Army which it shall have reverted to ‘a peace foot- 
ing. These numerical designations for individual or- 
ganizations and the plan to recruit the men for each 
division from the states corresponding to organizations 
which won fame in France will, as General March says, 
give the people of each section “a pride in that organiza- 
tion which is going to stay right with them.” 

While this system of recruitment is an adaptation of 
the plan of forming armies abroad and is reminiscent of 
our Civil War, it has the attractiveness of present nov- 
elty for the United States, where local pride as such 
needs no cultivation, having grown apace as the coun- 
try itself has grown and expanded in national organiza- 
tion and expression. The draft illustrated this local 
pride as did no other ing@dent of the war, and the War 
Department does well in laying its Army plans to foster 
the people’s interest in and regard for the nation’s fight- 
ing men, Legislation by Congress will be required to 
perpetuate the Army as organized under this scheme, to 
be sure. General March stated: “In the meantime we 
are having a going concern, we have a definite organiza- 
tion, and the divisions have a definite status.” Once the 
country understands this War Department plan of 
Army organization pressure may be expected from the 
“home folks” exerted upon members of Congress to sup- 
port the plan, and any disposition to dim the luster of 
local pride in the divisional units as planned will be 
Promptly and solidly resisted. The “definite status” will 
in all probability stand because of popular support, 
whatever the numerical strength of the peace Army the 
Congress decides upon. It is quite likely also that the 
@ountry will be favorably disposed toward a permanent 


Army of half a million men, despite the wave of economy 
which b+ zan to roll up during the closing days of the 
last Congress. The war’s lessons have not been forgot- 
ten, nor has war’s menace evaporated into the ether. 
Even when the peace treaty is a fact, the League of 
Nations a certainty, and the disturbed conditions of 
Europe and Asia under absolute control, Americans 
may well continue to regard as the best national insur- 
ance a permanent military establishment large enough to 
provide for expansion to meet an emergency with greater 
speed, less disturbance of industrial affairs and infinitely 
less cost in treasure than was possible in the tremendous 
war ecorts of 1917.

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AIM OF AIR SERVICE REORGANIZATION. 

The Office of the Director of Air Service made public 
on March 31 the following statement as to the aims of 
the reorganization of that branch of the Army: 

Co-ordination of all Army aerial activities under one 
head, the Director of the Air Service, is the aim of re- 
organization now under way, that is, the substitution 
of the fundamental principle which made possible uni- 
fied operations overseas, for the rather cumbersome 
methods followed in the United States in the past. The 
reorganization is designed to supersede the complicated 
dual war-time air establishment and at the same time 
to develop peace-time activities, thereby assuring the 
full use of industrial, training and operating gains 
achieved during the conflict with Germany. 

Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, who at the time he 
was recalled to become Director of the Air Service was 
commander of the 6th Army Corps and throughout its 
long service at the front was in command of the 42d 
(Rainbow) Division, has endeayored to apply to the 
Air Service the principle of co-ordination which was 
followed overseas, not alone by the United States, but 
by Great Britain and France. He found the air estab- 
lishment in two parts, Division of Military Aeronautics 
and Bureau of Aircraft Production. This plan of or- 
ganization was temporary, destined under the terms of 
war legislation te pass out of existence six monthsafter 
the signing of the treaty of peace. Having in mind the 
problems of the future, General Menoher proposed a 
reorganization based on the divisional system. As 
Director of the Air Service he assumes the position of 
responsibility. As an advisory board, each member rep- 
resenting an important branch of the Service, he has 
designated the following: Col. Walter G. Kilner, Col. 
Arthur L. Fuller, Col. Henry C. Pratt, Lieut.+ Col. 
George B. Hunter, Lieut. Col. B. Q. Jones and Major 
Charles R. Cameron. Dealing directly with him also 
are the air attachés of foreign governments, thus en- 
abling him to keep in contact with developments at 
home and @broad. 

As every division overseas has had a general staff, so 
the new Air Service has an executive organization. To 
carry out the policies which he alone formulates and to 
attend to the secretarial duties, the director Has desig- 
nated an executive officer, Col. Milton F. Davis. Where 
two or more groups are concerned in any action their 
activities are co-ordinated by the executive officer in 
carrying out the policies dictated by General Menoher. 
The problem of dividing properly the duties of the vari- 
ous branches was solved by turning once more to the 
divisional system followed so successfully overseas. The 
work has fallen naturally into four main channels or 
groups: ‘Training. and Operations, Supply, Executive 
and Administrative, and Information, Publication and 
Statistics. 

The chief of the Supply Group has. charge of supplies, 
airplane engineering, production, procurement, inspec- 
tion, maintenance and finance disbursement for the en- 
tire Air Service, including both the old branches, Air- 
craft Production and Military Aeronautics. The chief 
of the Information Group gathers and distributes all in- 
formation, statistics and publicity. In war-time he 
would have charge of intelligence work for the whole 
Air Service. The chief of the Training and Operations 
Group directs all training and operations. The chief of 
the Administrative Group is practically the Adjutant 
General of the Air Service, controlling administration 
and executive work, personnel, office management, the 
medical section, cables, correspondence, etc. 

Brig. Gen. William Mitchell assumed charge of the 
most important activity, that of Training and Opera- 
tions. Col. William BE. Gillmore became chief of Sup- 
ply. Lieut. Col. William F. Pearson assumed charge of 
Administration, and Major Horace M. Hickam became 
chief of Information. ‘It is to be noted that the Supply, 
Administration and Information groups exist practically 
for the creation and maintenance of the Training and 
Operations Group. The latter is the most important 
and has at its head the ranking officer among the branch 
chiefs, General Mitchell. Each branch chief is directly 
responsible to the Director of the Air Service, and in 
this manner the activities of the entire service are co- 
ordinated in and centered upon the office of the director. 

Again, following the overseas divisional system, the 
director has designated the Supply Group as first in the 
organization, Information as second, Training and Oper- 
ations as third, and Administration as fourth. This 
does not imply rank. Each chief is immediately re- 
sponsible to the director. The director designates what 
action is to be taken, lays down service policies and co- 
ordinates the activities of all four brancehs. The pri- 
mary purpose of this organization is to develop the Air 
Service, co-operate in the advancement of commercial 
aeronautics and promote the principle that the United 
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our original application of the principles of mechanical —

. The War Department has begun a vigorous recruit- 
ing campaign throughout all Army camps and the larger 
cities of the country. The usual pre-war recruiting sta- 
tions have been re-established and 117 officers have been 
assigned to recruiting ty. The Adjutant General's 
Office has made a special study of the recruiting problem 
since Congress passed a law authorizing the reopening 
of voluntary enlistments, and as’ a result more than 
3,000 men have been enlisted in the Regular Army. Spe- 
cial recruiting units are being sent to all demobilization 
camps to enlist men who may want to remain in the 
Service. In order that these units may work most effee 
tively, a special school for recruiting officers has been 
established at Camp Meade, Md. At this school offi- 
cers are instructed in the methods of carrying on the 
recruiting service. In addition to these measures a 
wide advertising campaign has been inaugurated, par- 
ticularly in the larger cities. ‘This work is under the 
direction of the central agency, which is located in New 
York city, where the greatest recruiting activity is 
being carried on. The immediate call is for 50,000 men 
to be used as replacements for the forces now serving in 
Irance. As an inéentive to enlistment either for one 
year or three-ygar periods early duty in cither France 
or Siberia is promised recruits, particularly men who 
have been demobilized at camps in this country and 
who desire to visit the battlefields where American 
forces won victory for the Allies. The increments will 
be shipped overseas in units of 1,000. 








ORDNANCE MATERIAL RECOMMENDED TO BE CANCELED. 


The estimate of the value of recommended cancella- 
tions of shell forgings, fuses, boosters, etc., has recently 
been reduced by the Ordnance Department, as the re- 
sult of revision in accordance with the possibilities of 
cancellation. Figures for shell machining used beloy 
are similarly revised on the basis of suspensions ordered 
and actual cancellations. All the cancellations recom- 
mended cannot be carried out. Actual cancellations to 
March 6 totaled $185,240,000. In addition, work has 
been suspended on contracts, completion of which would 
have cost about $2,000,000,000. Savings by cancellation 
will be less than the total, $2,185,240,000, by the amount 
of settlement claims which are approved. The yalue by ~ 
classes of items includes: Artillery, $231,750,000; shell 
machining and forging, fuses, etc., $861,180,000; explo- 
sives, chemicals and loading, $622,960,000; trench war- 
fare and aircraft armament material, $44,470,000; au 
tomatic arms, small arms and ammunition, $457,870,000 ; 
tanks, tractors and trailers, $240,270,000. ‘The total 
value is $2,458,500,000.

DELAY IN DISCHARGING MEN PROHIBITED. 


The decision of the War Department that in the future 
enlisted men of the United States Army returning home 
from abroad with their organizations shall not be held 
in camps against their will for the purpose of parading 
in a city, but shall be promptly mustered out, is a just 
and wise one. The majority of the men arriving in the 
United States from abroad are anxious only for their 
honorable discharge in the quickest possible time, and 
to get home. Parades are all very proper, but no offi- 
cer or man should be held against his will in camp, and 
his discharge delayed just for the sake of a public 
parade. In the case of the 27th Division, for example, 
men were held against their will in camp for three weeks 
in order to take part in a parade, when the majority of 
them were anxious to get out of the Service and go 
home. Some hundreds of them signed a petition to go 
home. It is estimated that this three weeks’ delay in 
demobilization cost the United States nearly one million 
dollars, besides creating discontent among men who had 
performed their duty in the field. Secretary Baker has 
put the figure at about $927,000.

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ATLANTIC FLEET TO New York. 

The vessels of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet which, sinee 
early in February, have been engaged in maneuvers, 
battle practice and other instruction in Cuban waters, 
were directed to sail for New York on April 5, as: has 
been officially announced by the Navy Department. The 
vessels are due to arrive at New York on April 15 and 
from then to April 30, the fleet will lie at anchor in the 
North River and thus give the personnel fifteen days 
for recreation. After April 30 vessels will be consid- 
ered available for docking and will be sent to yards as 
fast as docks become available. In view of the fact that 
the constant changes in personnel during the period of 
demobilization, necessitating intensive training which 
cannot be performed at navy yards, and also that the 
reports of the Fire Control and Turret Boards are to be 
revised in April and May, none of the vessels of Battle- 
ship Force No. 2 will be sent to the yards for extensive 
work until the yards are ready to proceed with. the work 
made necessary by revision of reports. The vessels will 
leave New York May 1 and battle inspection will be 
held under way. After the fleet tactical exercises and 
annual and battle inspections, the fleet will disperse to 
reach designated ports by June 27. Battleship Force 
No. 2 will proceed to the North River, New York. After 
July 4 the fleet will assemble at Newport, R.L 
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Tur Erriciency oF THE Navy, 

In an article entitled “What Steps in Organization 
and Training Should be Taken to Maintain, and In- 
crease. the Efficiency of the Navy at the Close of the 
Present War?’ which appears in the March issue of 
the United States Naval Institute Proceedings, Rear 
Admiral A. ©. Dillingham, U.S.N., says: “The major 
principles presented to us with the prosecution of the 
war, some of which have developed into axioms, are as 
follows: The influences of sea power; the advantages of 
preparedness for war; war must be prosecuted with 


strategic intention; the necessity for an adequate _per- 
sonnel for the Navy in time of peace which shall be 
organized and trained ready in all respects for mobiliza- 
tion; single command; the importance of a military ad- 
ministration for the conduct of the fleet; concentrated 
action; co-ordination and co-operation of operations and 
the fleet; co-ordination of the makers or framers of 
policy and the force that is to back the policy ; logistics. , 
He adds that “the influence of sea power has never been 
more strongly illustrated than by the example we have 
before us in the case of the Central Powers to-day. The 
battle off the Falkland Islands settled the fate of Ger- 
many’s one squadron at sea, while Jutland compelled the 
enemy to seek a passive defense, which it has been obliged 
to endure ever since. History repeats itself in declar- 
ing that the sea cannot be controlled by land, a military 
principle which has been untenable since man _ first 
began to fight at sea. It was the influence of sea 
power that prevented Europe from being trampled into 
submission and moral death by a ruthless military au- 
tocracy, and the same influence permitted us to con- 
tinue our preparedness and go to the rescue of civiliza- 
tion and democracy. Never before has the administra- 
tion of the Navy been so near ideal as if is to-day, cen- 
tralized in the Secretary of the Navy and decentralized 
to the different departments of the Navy.” He adds: 
“But if the organization of the fleet is not ideal or con- 
sistent with the requirements of battle we will not get 
the best results from operations, though the administra- 
tion be ideal. We can only maintain and increase the 
efficiency of the Navy at the close of the present war by 
continuing a sound co-ordinate policy with respect to the 
fleet, the co-ordination of operations and the fleet, the 
same intensive training which is now going on in the 
fleet, the preservation of war habit and the Reserve 
Force organized and trained ready for mobilization at 
any moment.” 





Reports or New YorK NAUTICAL ScHOOL. 

The annual report of the Board of Governors of the 
New York State Nautical School for the year ended 
Dec. 1, 1918, which has just reached us, states that in 
the forty-three years of the school’s existence it never 
has been put to such a test “as the great war provided” 
in showing how efficient the school was in furnishing “a 
highly trained, efficient and patriotic sea-going personnel 
for the ships of the country.” During the year covered 
by the report the school graduated two classes a year 
instead of one and practically the entire class went to 
sea at once, those over nineteen years of age being en- 
abled to obtain licenses as third officers, and those over 
twenty-one, who desired, entered the U.S.N.R.F. as en- 
signs. The Board of Governors state that at present 
the schoo] has accommodations for only -100 students, 
but that if the Federal Government would make an ap- 
propriation of $375,000 and allow the use of another 
vess*] to supplement the training now given on the U.S. 
S. Newport, and with the co-operation of Columbia Uni- 
versity for study extension, the school could graduate 
500 officers annually and could become the “Annapolis 
of the Merchant Service.” Owing to the fact that the 
Newport was placed under command of the Navy au- 
thorities last summer the annual cruise was restricted 
to the waters of the 3d Naval-District. The only Navy 
officer now on duty with the school is Comdr. C. H. 
Matthews, U.S.N., retired. 


Britisu BartLe Cruiser Hoop. 

The British battle cruiser Hood, now nearing com- 
pletion on the Clyde, is said to be the largest and most 
powerful warship in the. world. Her length is given as 
900 feet and her speed it is expected will be as high as 
thirty-five knots. Improvements in her hull construc- 
tion will include protection against torpedoes and mines, 
so successfully tried out in the British monitors during 
the war, which rerderéd them proof against mines and 
torpedoes. ‘This protection ‘is-said to be an improve- 
ment on the “blister” or cushion, built outside the hull 
proper of the monitors. There will also be steel ar- 
mored walls inside the Hood as an additional protec- 
tion against mines and torpedoes. In addition to her 
side armor particular attention-has been paid to her 
deck armor, and that on the turrets will be, it is under- 
stood, heavier than on previously, built warships. While 
no official announcement has yet beeh made as to what 
main battery the Hood will carry, it is stated by those 
claiming to be well informed that she will be armed 
with the 18-inch gun, Which demonstrated immense 
power in the latter days of the war just before the sign- 
ing of the armistice, and which in official tests has, it is 
said, more than met the calculations of the designer.

(2) Various manufacturers of 
vehicles will then be approached to see if they will take 
over, the vehicles of their own make to market them with 
their own machines, thus giving the Government fair 
market price, and at the same time disturbing the market 
conditions as little as possible. (3) The net surplus re- 
maining, after the above methods have been followed 
out, will be disposed of to the public, either through auc- 
tion or by sealed bids. Full publicity will be given these 
sales in order that the Government may realize the best 
results of the sale. ,

GENERAL MARCH’S WEEKLY INTERVIEW. 
Reducing Demobilization Time. 


Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff, U.S.A., re- 
sumed his series of weekly interviews with the Wash- 
ington correspondents on March 29, after a two weeks’ 
absence, during which time he made an inspection tour 
of some of the Army stations in the Middle and Far 
West and Southern States in the company of Secretary 
of War Baker. General March said: 

“During the time that I have not seen you men I have 
been going around to the camps of the country, and have 
given orders at each camp that the overhead is to be 
cut down to a standard overhead of approximately 3,000 
men, which will take care of medical people, utilities 
generally and the demobilizing detachment, motor trans- 
port men, permanent guard for the camp, etc., and at 
the same time I gave orders at each camp that the de- 
mobilization of an individual soldier who arrived there 
with his records in proper shape should not take more 
than forty-eight hours. ,These orders are now in effect, 
and since I have arrived in Washington, in two camps 
where it required five to six days for demobilization, I 
have received telegraphic advice that they are now down 
to forty-eight hours in one case, and in the other case a 
report by letter that this had been accomplished. 

“I found that the men objected strongly to being held 
in the camps for the purpose of parading. They wanted 
to get back to their people and their homes, and the 
War Department is in entire sympathy with that idea. 
To hold some men in the camps until a whole division 
arrives sometimes requires two or three weeks, and it 
is wholly unfair not to demobilize the men at once upon 
arrival. I also found in inspecting the recruiting estab- 
lishments which were organized under our orders at 
these camps, that the number of men obtained was very 
small. A point came up as to whether it would be pos- 
sible to promise men who really wanted to enlist, ser- 
vice in France. Very many men who had not been able 
to get across said that they would be glad and wanted 
to enlist with a chance of getting overseas, and on the 
spot I promised definitely to each man that he would 
get foreign service, and on my return I approved an 
order, which has already appeared in the press, promis- 
ing definitely that we will give that character of service 
to say 50,000 men of the 175,000 authorized by the last 
Congress to be enlisted. 


Plan for Army Organization. 

“The announcements which I made before that the 
Army would be retained at a strength of 500,000 men 
can now be suppleménted by a statement of the complete 
organization of that 500,000 men as an A Not sim- 
ply 500,000 men.in bulk, but the actual organization. 
The scheme which I have adopted involves the organiza- 
tion of five Army corps, comprising twenty divisions of 





Infantry and one Cavalry division. The numer'cal desiz- 
nation of the seven Regular Army divisions now in 
France will be sebeieal and the remaining divisions 
after the 7th, running up to twenty-one, will have 


numerical designations corresponding to certain divisions 
originally raised from the National Guard and the Na- 
tional Army, and will not be numbered corsecutively. 
They will begin with the 26th. The 26th represents the 
entire district of New England; the 27th represents 
New York, and we have selected divisions which have 
had fine battle records abroad, with the idea of making 
their war records a permanent part of the history of 
the U.S. Army.” 

General March gave here the new table of organiza- 
tion of the mobile Army, giving the composition of divi- 
sions, which appears on page 1087. He continued:

“As a summary of this entire organization I give the 
divisions and their permanent headquarters: These 
camps have been purchased, or are in process of being 
purchased :

Return of Troops Increasing. 


“The shipments from abroad during the month of 
March so far have exceeded our estimates by a consid- 
erable number of men. When we made our original 
figures we expected to transport about 203,000 men, but 
there have actually sailed or are on the high seas 
244.186. We are approaching rapidly the 250,000 mark 
and expect to pass that this coming month. In this 
connection, we have noticed several times in the papers 
comments on the rates charged for the transportation of 
American troops in British or British controlled vessels. 
The general comment has been that the rates charged 
are excessive. As a matter of fact, the rate established 
between the two governments is a flat rate for tle trans- 
portation of American troops, which rate will not, in 
the opinion of those who have carefully investigated the 
matter, cover all costs to the British government. Of 
eourse, everybody knows that in the transportation of 
our troops in France, Great Britain transported some- 
thing like a million men for us. In order to do this it 
was necessary for the British government to divert ves- 
sels from all trades and from all parts of the globe and 
the costs involved in this diversion by the loss of cargo 
space which was urgently needed at that time, the cost 
of fitting, refitting and damages sustained, runs into 
millions, and in deciding upon the rate to be charged 
the American Government, indirect costs were not in- 
cluded. The scheme is really a partnership proposition,

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America having the troops, Gregt Britain the ships, and 
the equitable arrangement which has -been reached is 
very fair to both parties. 

“The number of enlisted men: discharged is 1,460,641, 
and officers, 88,649, a total of -1,549,290. The number 
of officers, men, nurses, including. Marines, Navy and 
miscellaneous men, we have transported back from 
Burope since the signing of the armistice nearly reaches 
the ,000 mark, 599,558. The enlistments reported 
to date from the camps in the United States amount to 
2,797. I found in going along the Mexican border that 
the Regular Cavalry regiments which had been stationed 
down there on active service are having a surprising 
number of enlistments in the regiments from the men 
who came in for the period of the emergency. The ay- 
erage, I was told, was about 200 men to the regiment 
down there, and the number is increasing. The men ap- 
parently like the service, and with the month’s furlough 
and the bonus of $60 which they get, are re-enlisting in 
large numbers. 

Commissions in Reserve Corps. 

“Commissions in the Reserve Corps now total 29.510, 
from officers who have been discharged from the Ser- 
vice. Commissions are in all grades as follows: Colonels, 
20; lieutenant colonels, 33; majors, 722; captains, 
2,775; first lieutenants, 5,448, and second lieutenants, 
20,312. There are now applications from these officers 
for appointment in the Regular Army from 15,510 
officers.

Responding to various specific questions asked by the 
correspondents, General Mar«l said that the forty-eight 
hour demobilization policy would not interfere with 
parades to this extent: “If any organization which 
comes from a particular locality and has arrived for de- 
mobilization wants to parade, it is the policy of the War 
Department to authorize the parade and help them all 
it can, but where organizations are retained in the Ser- 
vice for weeks awaiting the arrival of other organiza- 
tions, that must be voluntary. We are offering the men 
a chance to be demobilized in forty-eight hours; that is 
the policy.” 

Enlistment for Service Abroad. 

As: to the “service abroad order” it was asked if this 
meant that every man who enlisted would see service in 
France. The Chief of Staff said in reply: “Yes; but if 
men enlist and want to go to Siberia with the Expedi- 
tionary Force out there under General Graves, we will 
allow them to go there. We are appealing to the feel- 
ing that I found to exist quite generally through the 
country on che part of men who had been taken into the 
Army and into the camps, but had no foreign service. 
Some of these men have a desire to go ‘to France to see 
where our men fought, and to become familiar with the 
country and all that, and if they want to go to France, 
or to Siberia, we will, so far as possible, adjust their en- 
listments in order to let them do it. 

“It may be of interest to you to know that the men 
who have been enlisted are quite evenly divided between 
the one and three-year men. It was a matter of some 


speculation that the introduction of one-year periods 
would practically cut out enlistments for the three-year 
eriod. This isn’t so. Out of ‘the number of men we 


ave gotten now, it is about half and half. These men 
will be assembled and sent over to France in lots of 
about one thousandi from time to time, and will be 
turned over to divisions over there. Camp Meade has 
been selected for the, concentration.of these people as 
we get them in from all over the country.” 


New Organization. a “Going Concern.” 


One correspondent asked “will. not the new 500,000 
program require additional legislation?’ in spite of the 
fact that General March had announced that the War 
Department proposed keeping the Army to that strength 
two Weeks ago. The Chief of Staff explained this point 
stating: “At present, of course, we have the 500,000 
men, and they are authorized under the laws which were 
passed for the emergency. The organizations which we 
are now announcing will be subject to future legisla- 
tion by the Congress. When Congress gets through with 
passing a final plan for the Army, that will be conformed 
to. In the meantime, we are haying a going concern, 
we have a, definite organization and the divisions have 
a definite status, ete.” 

Does Not Interfere with Discharges. 


General March also explained, in response to a ques- 
tion as to whether the plan of naming the divisions 
méant that any of the framework of these divisions now 
abroad or here would be used that “the organization of 
these divisions, allowing them to retain the numerical 
designations of divisions which had been raised from 
National Army and National Guard men, does not inter- 
fere with the discharge of any officer or enlisted man 
who. wants to get out. It simply keeps the military 
history of these units, which is always an inspiration. 
We are going to keep these records as a part of our 
military history and the location of the division in the 
section in which it was raised will give the people of the 
section a natural pride in that organization which is 
going to stay right with them.” 

Our Troops in Italy and Russia 


General March said that he had not had time to read 
the Italian reports since his return to Washington, his 
last impression being that our troops were being con- 
centrated in Genoa with the idea of bringing them home. 
He added: “We have received during the last few days 
announcement of the arrival of the 168th Engineer Com- 
pany, which is a maintenance, equipment and way com- 
pany, consisting of fifteen officers and 133 men, at Mur 
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mansk on March 25. The other company sent up there 
under scheme of the President, the 167th, 
and is expected to arrive in a few days.”

THH BRITISH ROYAL APR PORCHE. 

Brig. Gen. L. B. O. Charlton, air service attaché to 
the British Embassy at Washington, D.C., expressed 
himself as being unqualiftedly in favor of the present 
union of the air services of Great. Britain into the Royal 
Air Force, in an interview on March 27. General 
Charlton said that while the time chosen for the amal- 
gamation of the army and navy air forces was not most 
favorable for giving the plan the best test of success, it 
nevertheless proved to be an innovation which is highly 
beneficial and successful even in the light of peace time 
activities. The consolidation of the entire air service 
into one force with a single administrative head, while 
undertaken as an emergency measure, has been amply 
justified as a logical outcome of the demands of the ser- 
vice, he said, adding that the future of aviation is of too 
much impertance to England to be suberdinated to any 
other branch of the service. 

In commenting upon the tentative estimate of the 
British Air Ministry for expenditures aggregating $332,- 
500,000 for the next fiscal year General Chariton ex- 
pressed confidence that the request for this appropria- 
tion would be granted, with a few possible changes. He 
gaid that in the House of Commons there was wide 
spread sentiment favoring the adoption of a progressive 
air program, and that he is fully convinced that the 
British public’ realizes the full importance of the air 
service. As one indication of governmental approval, 
he cited the recent elections at which several well known 
British flyers had been elected to represent their dis- 
tricts in the House of Commons. These officers, to- 
gether with other members interested in aeronautics, 
have organized themselves into an unofficial but influ- 
ential committee, called the Parliamentary Air Commit- 
tee. This body, which is very representative, is ac- 
tively interested in furthering legislation which is de- 
signed to establish the Royal Air Force more securely as 
an efficient weapon in time of war. 

General Chariton answered one question which, in the 
minds of many American officers, has seemed a stum- 
bling block in the way of amalgamation when he spoke 
of the disappearance of the “friendly friction” which had 
always existed between the officers of the army and 
navy. He indicated that in the interest of a more 
urgent duty in the establishing of a separate arm of the 
service rivalries and traditional points of difference had 
been forgotten. All such friction, he said, had “most 
surprisingly disappeared.” The British air attaché also 
said that the need of specialization by navy or army 
fiyers in their own particular branch had not caused any 
serious difficulties in the amalgamation of the two ser- 
vices, as it had been possible for the two branches to 
train their respective flyers in whatever duties were re- 
— of them irrespective of the requirements of the 
other. 

General Chariton spoke of the appointment of an air 
attaché to the British Embassy in Washington as an in- 
dication of the importance which is being given to the 
air service in England. At the present time he has the 
distinction of being the only air attaché in the world, 
although there are still officers of the Royal Air Force 
attached as members of the air missions to France and 
Italy. General Charlton expects that his appointment 
to the United States is the inauguration of a new policy 
by England which will be practically the final step in 
placing the Royal Air Service on a firm basis.

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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Forage of Private Mounts. 


A colonel in the Marine Corps who had been on duty 
at Quantico, Va., in command of a regiment of Marines 
was ordered to duty in England and France. Upon re- 
ceipt of orders he sold one of his horses and left the 
second one, a mare, in the Government stable at Quan- 
tico in charge of a brother officer with the understand- 


ing that should he be ordered away the mare was to be 
meer to board on some nearby farm. The mare was 

arded from (ct. 1918, to March 1, 1919, at a 
etock farm near Quantico, but the Comptroller refused 
to authorize the payment of the bill thus incurred on 
the ground that “it would appear from the officer’s let- 
ter that his horse could have been cared for at Quantico 
during his absence, but that he desired special care to 
be given it, and in accordanée with this desire, the 
horse was taken to the private stock farm to be cared 
for.” 1t has been held by the Comptroller's office “that 
there is no law authorizing an oflicer’s private mount to 
be foraged at public expense.” It is added, in discussing 
the instant case, “if there were opportunities for pro- 
viding the needed forage, bedding, sheiter, shoeing and 
medicine for the officer’s horse at Quantico, there is no 
authority for paying for the care of the horse by private 
parties. In any event the placing of the horse at a pri- 
vate stock farm seems to have been by arrangement be- 
tween the two officers, and not under authority, or by 
direction of any competent order, or command.” 

Baggage Lost at Sea. 

A major of the Coast. Artillery was returning to, the 
United States from France under proper orders on 
board the U.S.S. President Lincoln when it was sunk 
by an enemy submarine on May 31, 1918, and all of his 
personal baggage was lost. He submitted a claim for 
the loss of this property under the provisions of the Act 
of July 9,.1918, and the Auditor submitted to the Comp- 
troller his decision in the case for approval, disapproval 
or modification. The printed decision records the facts 
that the officer’s claim was approved through a certifi- 
cate issued by the Assistant Secretary of War, (which 
specified that the articles lost by the officer “were rea- 
sonable, useful, necessary and proper for this officer 
while engaged in public service in the line of duty’’) 
the Auditor, and the Comptroller. It then takes up the 
Anuditor’s submitted decision which raises the point as 
to the completeness of the Secretary’s certificate, stating 
that in the opinion of the Auditor “in future cases the 
Secretary should specify the articles which his cer 
tificate is intended to cover and not to make a general 
certificate covering the entire list of articles.” 
Auditor also gave it as his opinion that for the deter- 
mination of the cost of the articles the War Depart- 
ment price lists “in effect at the time the article was 
purchased will govern as to cost.” The Comptroller 
modifies these recommendations thus: “It is true that 
value of articles prescribed by law and regulations ean 
be allowed without certificate of the Secretary of War, 
but the inclusion of such articles in his certificate doeg 
not deprive the accounting officers of their right to 
allow the vaiue of any articles prescribed by law or regu- 
lation even though such articles are not included in the 
certificate, Therefore there would seem to be no good 
reason for requesting the Secretary of War to change the 









certificate in this respect. In calculating the valte of 
the articles the price list. in effect at‘ the time the articles 
were lost. and not. the list at the time the articles were 
purchased, will be considered’ as evidence of value.”

RETIREMENT OF ADMIRAL USHER 
Rear Admiral Nathaniel R. Usher, U.S.N., one of 


the Navy’s most efficient officers, will retire for age on 


April: 7, 1919; much to the regret of the officers and 
men who have’ served’ under him. He retires affer a 
continuous service of forty-eight years, aud the Third 
Naval District he at present commands, which rung 


from New London, Conn., to Barnegat, N.J., with head- 
quarters in New York city, comprises the most important 
district in the country: Admiral Usher was born in 
Vincennes, Ind.; April 7, 1855, entered the Nava! Acad- 
emy Sept. 21, 1871, and graduated June 21, 1875. He 
was promoted to rear admiral in 1911. 

Going to sea the day after he was graduated from An 
napolis, he has seen our Navy pass throug varying 





stages of development from the time the 5,000-ton Ten- 
nessee, an unarmored wooden steamship wzs the prid 


of the fleet, down to the powerful superdreadnought o 


to-day. The Tennessee was the flagship of tlie Asiati¢e 
Station and Admiral Usher first saw duty thereon. The 
flagship was the smartest thing im those days and’ car* 
ried. two 11-inch guns and twenty-two 99-inch, with fouf 
100-pound rifles and one 60-pound rifle. This was 4 
cruise of three years: which took him to China. He hag 
shipped on all kinds of warcraft as is seen from his 


record: ‘Tennessee, 1875-7; Kearsarge, 1877-8; Constel 


lation, 1878; Independent, 1878-9; Jamestown, 18799

the Pacific Station Admiral Usher went to Alaska on 
the Jamestown, which took over the job of governing 
our new possessions during the gold days. 

After this Admiral Usher participated in the Greely 
relief expedition and afterward went on a four ye 
cruise around the world, visiting virtually every ae 
try and naval station. Coming back in 1888S he w 
sent to Nicaragua when it was proposed to build 
eanal there connecting the A ie and Pacific. Ti 
project fell through, however, and in 1890 Admi 
Usher was assigned to duty on the receiving ship 
New York, his only assignment. there until he came # 
the New York Navy Yard as commandant of the yard 
and Third Naval District in 1914 

In 1897 the Admiral was ordered to command the tor 
pedoboat Ericsson, one of the first vessels of this type 
built for the U.S. Navy. When the Spanish-American 
War broke out the Ericsson was with the torpedo fie 
tWla in Southern waters and it had a busy career from 
then on. It fell to the lot of the Bricsson to capture the 
first Spanish prize. This was a fishing schooner, which, 
with many other vessels of varying type, were taken ints 
Key West after the blockade of the Cuban coast began, 


Some time later the Ericsson was ordered to proceed 
with the convoy taking the first American Expedition 
ary Force to Cuba and participated in the landing of 
the troops at Siboney. From there the Ericsson joined 
the Santiago “in shore patrol,” which with » Amer 


can men-o-war outside took up the vigil against the 


day that the Spanish fieet should come out. A medley of 
small boats, including launches, were on the inshore 


patrol and finally they fiashed the word that the enemy 
ships were getting steam up to come out.

In 19 
he was placed in command of the Fourth Division of the 
Atlantie Fleet and later of the Second and Third Dive 
sions, After several years with the fleet he was m 
commandant of the Norfolk Navy Yard. On Sept. 
1914, he took charge of the important post at the New 
York Navy Yard.

During his command of the Third Naval District Ad 
miral Usher had a vigorous and weighty task thrust 
upon him. Ships had to be outfitted, a tremendous form 
recruited, buildings and warehouses commandeered, docks 
and waterfront facilities improved and storehouses taken 
over for Navy use, and last but not least, the prepara 
tion of the original convoys had to be organized and 
supplied with food and munitions and sent across thé 
Atlantic.

OUR TROOPS IN RUSSIA, 
Forecasts Bringing U.S. Forces Out of Russia. 


Announcement from Paris that General Pershing has 
assigned Brig. Gen. Wilds P. Richardson, U.S.A., to 
command all American forces in northern Russia operat- 
ing from Archangel is regarded as a further indication 
that the War Department is preparing to bring the U. 
8S. forces out of that sector without delay. Secretary of 
War Baker recently said the troops would come out 
this spring. For the task of commanding -this with- 
drawal General (Pershing has made a happy choice in 
assigning General Richardson. For more than twenty 
years of his career in the Regular Army General Rich- 
ardson has been directing military work in Alaska, 
where he built the fine military road extending north 
from Valdez. He is familiar with the problems of frozen 
terrain and the care of troops in extremely cold cli- 
mates. General Richardson is a graduate of the U.S. 
Military Academy, class of 1884, and all his service 
has been in the Infantry arm. He was appointed tem- 
porary brigadier general in 1918. Col. George E. Stew- 
art, Inf., U.S.A., is in command at Archangel. 

The expedition General Richardson is to head, which 
was to leave London in a few days, consists of volunteers 
from the American Expeditionary Force, and includes de- 
tachments of engineers, sanitary units and replacement 





officers for Archangel. Engineer troops will predominate, 
however, there being much work to do in the repairing 
and improvement of roads extending from the American 
front to the sea. Reports hawe been received at the War 


Department that vessels can now reach Archangel with 
the aid of strong icebreaking craft. 

Navy May Help in Withdrawal. 

The statement of Acting Secretary of the Navy 
Roosevelt on April 1 that the cruisers Chattanooga and 
Galveston, the gunboat Sacramento, Eagle boats Nos. 1, 
2 and 3, and several submarine chasers were under 
orders to proceed to Plymouth, England, where they 
will report to Rear Admiral Harry 8. Knapp, U.S.N., 
was accepted in Washington as a preliminary to the 
removal of the United States troops now in Russia. 
Though Secretary Roosevelt denied that these vessels 
were destined for Russia, he admitted it was possible 
that some of them might go there later. It is expected 
that one of the cruisers, at least, will relieve the sta- 
tion ship, U.S.S. Yankton, which is soon to be brought 
home. 

British Honors for American Troops in Russia. 

‘ Four officers and eighteen men of the United States 
forces serving in northern Russia have been decorated 
by the British government for gallantry in action in the 
campaign about Shenkursk in January, 1919, and in 
the fighting about Kadish, according to a press message 
from Archangel. Military crosses were awarded to 
Lieuts. H. D. McPhail, C. B. Ryan and J. A. Commons, 
339th Inf., and Lieut. B. A. Burns, 310th Engrs. Dis- 
tinguished Conduct Medals were given to Sergts. F. W. 
Wolfe, G. M. Walker and A. VY. Tibbals. Military Med- 
als were awarded to Sergts. ©. J. Herman, J. A. Nees, 
E. P. Trombley and L. Bartels; to Corpls. H. T. Dan- 
ielson, J. Franczac, F. W. Wilke, J. Steyskal and J. S. 
Mandefield ; to Mechanic A. J. Hern; to Pvt. E. EB. Hell- 
man, and to Bugler C. J. Compas. Meritorious Service 
Medals were given to Sergts. L. 8S. Schneider, V. B. 
Roger and F. W. Yates. Lieutenant McPhail, under 
heavy fire, rescued a number of wounded men. Lieuten- 
ant Burns fought a rear-guard action, and Lieutenants 
Ryan and Commons, with fifteen men, remained at their 
posts although all others had retreated, and fighting 
stubbornly saved the situation during an Allied attack 
on Kadish. 

“ Bolshevik Attacks Repuleed. 

Bolshevik troops bombarded ,the Allied positions heav- 
ily om March 30 and then attacked, but were repulsed 
with loss. In retreating the enemy was mistakenly 
attacked by its machine gun fire. An Allied airplane 
discovered six Bolshevik railroad trains three miles 
south of the front line and attacked one with bombs, 
destroying a locomotive, a long stretch of track and do- 
ing other damage. Eighty Bolshevik infantrymen, who 
charged four French soldiers in an outlying blockhouse 
guarding an Allied flank, were repulsed after the enemy 
endeavored to surprise the Allied force. 

The Bolsheviki are using both airplanes and observa- 
tion balloons. One of the latter bombed a village north 
of Odozerskala, but did no damage. Balloons are used 
to spot the effect of Bolsheviki artillery fire. ‘The Al- 
lied positions along the front line are reported to be 
strong, with blockhouses guarding the flanks and snow 
trenches built up with log barricades, while there are 
plenty of dugouts for shelter. The troops holding this 
front form a considerable force and include American; 
3ritish, French and new Rouesian organizations.

WAR VETERANS’ CONVENTION IN MAY. 

The following telegram, dated March 27 and signed 
by Lieut. Col. Theodore Roosevelt, has been received by 
Col. E. Lester Jones, commanding General Pershing 
Post, No. 1, War Veterans, recently organized in Wash- 
ington, D.C.: “A conference will be held in St. Louis 
about May 1 for the purpose of organizing an association 
composed of those who have been in the land and naval 
forces of the United States in this war. A convention 
held in France has already organized forces there in an 
association called the American Legion and will have 
its representatives at this convention. The convention 
will be representative. Organizations already in ex- 
istence will be invited to send delegates. Will you allow 
your name to be used with those of other representative 
men from all sections of the country as issuing the call 
to this eonvention?” 

Colonel Jones replied in the affirmative and for- 
mally named the following delegates and alternates to 
represent Pershing Post: Capt. John Lewis Smith, U.S. 
A.; Major Henry Leonard, U.S.M.C.; Col. E. Lester 
Jones, U.S.A.; Pyt. L. Clarkson Hines, U.S.A.; Chief 
Yeoman §. Prentiss Knut, US.N. Ex-officio members 
of the delegation, Lient. Comdr. Lewis P. Clephane, U. 
S.N.; Capt. Howard M. Peter, U.S.M.C.; alternates, 
Comdr. es B. Johnston, U.S.N.; Pvt. J. Bentley 
Mulford, U.S.A. The charter membership of Post 1 is 
now more than 1,000.

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THE RETURNING TROOPS. 
Leviathan Brings 12,274 Soldiers. 

Among the officers who arrived at New York on April 
2, aboard the U.S.S. Leviathan was Brig. Gen. William 
C. Rivers, U.S.A., who was in command of the 12,274 
soldiers aboard, the largest number ever earried on a 
transport in the world’s history. The total number of 
persons aboard was 14,416,, and of these fifty-nine were 
ship’s officers and 2,083 belonged to the crew. . General 
Rivers, was the general commanding the 160th Artillery 
Brigade, to which he was attached ten days before he 
left France. -He went to France as colonel of the 67th 
Field Artillery, and for his work on the Marne was 
awarded the Croix de Guerre. Ten thousand of the men 
on board the Leviathan were of the 85th Division and 
the Infantry regiments of this division had never been 
in action. They were originally Michigan troops, but 
are now composed of Michigan, Wisconsin and Illinois 
soldiers. Other officers ariying on the transport in- 
cluded the following: Cols. T,. Campbell, D. G. Berry 
and J. W. E. Taylor, Lieut. Cols. C. Deleplane and R. 
L. Bacon, Majors P. Nussbaum and J. R. Tanner. Goy- 
ernor Alfred Sleeper, of Michigan, with his military 
staff and a large delegation of Michigan men were at the 
piers in Hoboken to greet the returning troops from his 
state. 

Troops of 26th Division Sail. 

The complete Artillery Brigade of the 26th Division, 
U.S.A. (New England National Guard) and the 102d 
Infantry, two companies of the 103d Infantry and the 
101st Machine Gun Battalion all of the same division, 
left Brest, France, March 31, for the United States on 
the transports Agamemnon and Mongolia. Boston is 
arranging a big welcome for the 26th Division. 

Review of Rainbow Division. 

Major Gen. Clement A. F. Flagler, U.S.A., commander 
of the 42d Division (Rainbow) left Brest for Boston on 
the Agamemnon on March 31. He is due at Boston 
about April 6. General Flagler will go te Washington 
to arrange for the proposed national review of the Rain- 
bow Division to be held in the capital early in May. 
Present arrangements are to land hal of the division 
at New York and the other half at Newport News, so 
that debarkation and rail facilities will be adequate.

It is interesting to note that at the recent special 
parade in New York city in honor of the returning 
107th Infantry, U.S.A., from France no less than 250 
officers of the U.S. Army, who formerly served in the 
old Tth Infantry, N.G.N.Y., reported to Major Gen. 
Daniel Appleton, grand marshal of the parade to take 
part in the parade with the veterans of the old 7th. 
There were also a number of enlisted men of the vari- 
ous arms of the U.S. Army present. The service flag 
of General Appleton was carried by a color guard con- 
sisting of two ex-color bearers of the-69th Regiment, 
N.Y., and a graduate of the 7th Regiment, so that 3. ith 
the exception of four British officers who paraded on 
his staff for the season that the 27th Division served 
with the British, all were ex-Tth men. (ol. M. G. Bry- 
ant, who was in command of the 107th Infantry, 
marched the 107th Infantry through the 7th Regiment 
Armory on his own initiative. One of the most inter- 
esting facts in connection with the parade is that with 
the exception of the colonel of the 107th all of the field

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HEALTH OF THE SERVICES. 
Health of the Troops. 

Health conditions of troops in the United States for 
the week ended March 28 are as follows: Health condi- 
tions for the week continue very good. The ports of 
embarkation, Hoboken and Newport News, and the 
Southern Department continue to report a few cases of 
influenza, but the disease has disappeared entirely in the 
majority of Army stations. Port of embarkation, New- 
port News, reports 40 new cases of pneumonia for the 
week out of a total of 136 cases for troops in the United 


States. No other disease prevalence worthy of note. 
The strength of command in the United States (502,- 
411) shows a net reduction of approximatly 29,000 as 
compared with the strength the previous week (531,- 
018). Deaths from disease number 77, of which 26 
were caused by pneumonia and 24 by tuberculosis. The 
death rate for disease (7.9) is materially lower than 
last week (95). ‘The non-effective rate remains high 





Among troops in the A.E.F. in France sick and death 
rates are remarkably low considering the season. The 
admission rate for the week is 501.5, against 865 last 
week. ‘The non-effective rate is 40 and the death rate 
for disease 7.0, as compared with 7.8 for the preceding 
week. There were 507 new Ladies “f nneumonia reported, 
against 956 for the preteding w2k Deaths from dis- 
ease number 201, of which 116 were das to pnenmonia.

Airplane Materié!l Sold. 

Authority granted by the War Department to the Di- 

rector of Air Service to sell as surplus 4,608 Curtis 
OX-5 motors, 1,616 JN-4 planes without motors, and 
1,100 standard planes without motors, has resulted in 
a contract for the sale of this surplus equipment to the 
Curtiss Airplane aud Motor Corporation for $2,720,000. 
Practically ali of this property, from the standpoint of 
use to the Army, is obsolete and worn out. The OX 
motor is one of the 8-cylinder type developing ninety 
horsepower and was used extensively in the elementary 
training planes. Most of these motors have been used to 
such an extent that they would, in many cases, have to 
be entirely rebuilt before being of any value whatsoever. 
The JN-4 planes were also used in early training and 
are now in a condition which requires a great deal of 
overhauling, and in most cases rebuilding, about half of 
these plaues will have to be salvaged. These JN-4 
planes should not be confused with the JN-+-H planes, 
now being used by the Air Service, and which will not 
be sold at this present time. The 1,100 standard planes 
have been condemned by the Air Service and have only 
a scrap value. é 

Following the policy of the War Department to dis- 
rupt as little as possible the market price for any ma- 
terial which is to be sold, and at the same time, to ob- 
tain for the Government the best possible price at the 
sale of surplus material, the manufacturers of airplanes 
were requested to bid on this material. The best bid 
obtainable was that of the Curtiss company, and as the 
result of this a comtract has been signed, whereby the —__ 
Government will sell the air equipment named to the 
Curtiss corporation for the sum of $2,720;

RECENT DEATHS. 

Col. William Henry Comegys, U.S.A., retired, for- 
merly of the Pay Department of the Army, died at New 
York city March 31, 1919, in the Presbyterian Hospital, 
from a edmplication of diseases, after a short illness. 
Colonel Comegys was born in Cincinnati, Ohio, Feb. 15, 
1853, the son of Dr. Cornelius George Comegys and Re- 
becca Tiffin Comegys. He was educated in public schools 
and at the Eugene Bliss Private School. He entered 
Princeton University in 1874, but did not finish the 
course, and he studied medicine at Miami Medical Col- 
lege. Colonel Comegys entered the Cincinnati Hospital 
in 1875 and graduated and practtsed medicine a few 
years and was a district physician. He entered the Army 
as an acting assistant surgeon in 1879; served in New 
Mexico and Arizona under Colonel Morrow and was in 
the Geronimo campaign for over a year. Early in 1881 
he was appointed major and paymaster in the Regular 
Army by President Hayes and served for thirty years, 
retiring in 1911 at his own request with rank of assis- 
tant paymaster general. Since that time he traveled 
extensively abroad. He lived nearly two years in Paris, 
Fance, and most of the balance of the time in New York 
city. Colonel Comegys leaves one brother, Mr. Charles 
G. Comegys, an attorney, of Cincinnati, who is the last 
survivor of the family, and was present at the funeral 
services in New York city on April 1. Afterwards the 
body was taken to Cincinnati for burial in Spring Grove 
Cemetery. 

Col. John R. Williams, U.S.A., retired, who died in 
Washington, D.C., March 24, 1919, after an illness of 
two weeks, from pneumonia, was born in New York 
Feb. 15, 1855. Colonel Williams had been living in 
Washington for a number of years. He was a member of 
the Metropolitan Army and Navy, University and Chevy 
Chase Clubs. Surviving him are his wife and three 
daughters—Mrs. Leiter, Mrs. Dorothy McCombs, now 
in France, and Mrs. John Ballantine Pitney, wife of the 
nephew of Associate Justice Pitney, of the United States 
Supreme Court. Colonel Williams was graduated from 
the U.S.M.A. No. 1 in the class of 1876 as a second 
lieutenant, and assigned to the 3d Artillery, no member 
of his class being assigned to the Engineers. He was a 
son of Brig. Gen. Thomas Williams, U.S.A., killed in the 
defense of Baton Rouge, La., Aug. 5, 1862, and was the 
father-in-law _of Mr. Joseph Leiter, the millionaire. Col- 
onel Williams served at various Artillery posts, was as- 
sistant professor of French at the U.S.M.A. from Oct. 2, 
1878, to Aug. 28, 1882. He was an honor graduate of the 
Artillery School, class of 1886, and was military attaché 
at the U.S. Legation, Berne, Switzerland, from August, 
1897, to July, 1898, and was on duty at the Army War 
College. He was made a chevalier of the National Or- 
der of the Legion of Honor of France Sept. 19, 1897. 
He served as adjutant general of the Department of 
Iuzon from June, 1904, until October, 1905. He was 
promoted to lieutenant colonel in 1906, and colonel in 
1908. Colonel Williams was placed on the retired list 
June 30, 1910, on his own application. 

Lieut. Col. Clyde B. Parker, U.S.A., died in Washing- 
ton, D.G., March 17, 1919, and was buried with military 
honors in Arlington National Cemetery. He was born 
in Iowa, July 23, 1875, and entered the Volunteers as 
a captain in the 22d Kansas Infantry in May 1898, and 
was appointed a first lieutenant in the 44th U.S. Vol- 
unteer Infantry in August, 1899. Colonel Parker was 
wounded twice in action in the Philippines in June, 
1900. He entered the Regular Army as a second lieu- 
tenant, 6th Infantry, Feb. 2, 1901. A wife, Bertha 
Russell Parker, and two sisters, Mrs. A. F. Hancock, of 
Topeka, Kan., and Mrs. Roy C. Kirkland, wife of Lieu- 
tenant Kirkland, Aviation Corps, survive him. 

Lieut. Col. Frederick T. Dickman, U.S.A., command- 
ing officer at Souther Field, Americus, Ga., and Major 
John W. Butts, U.S.A., executive officer, were killed on 
April 3 through the fall of an airplane in which they 
were flying at that field. Colonel Dickman was the only 
son of Major Gen. Joseph T.~Dickman, who is im com- 
mand of the Army of Occupation, A.E.F. He was born 
in Kansas, July 5, 1883, and was appointed to the U-S. 
Military Academy in 1902, graduating in 1906. He had 
served in the Cavalry continuously until after his re- 
turn from service in Mexico under General Pershing. 
Since April, 1918, he had been on duty in the Air Ser- 
vice. He is survived by a wife and several children. 
Major Butts, who was also a Cavalry officer in the Reg- 
ular Establishment, was born in Texas, Sept. 26, 1890. 
He was graduated from the U.S. Military Academy in 
1914 and was commissioned second lieutenant in the 
3d Cavalry. His home was in Cisco, Texas. 

Capt. Harry Atlee Seymour, Inf.. U.S.A., died at the 
Department Hospital, Manila, P.I., Nov. 2, 1918, as 
the result of an attack of influenza. He was appointed 
second lieutenant, Philippine Scouts, from civil life, Dec. 
27, 1909; was promoted first lieutenant Aug. 2, 1914; 
appointed provisional second lieutenant of Infantry 
Oct. 24, 1917, and assigned to the 15th Infantry at 
Tientsin, China. He was promoted first lieutenant of 
Infantry Oct. 24, 1917, and was assigned to the 15th 
Infantry; appointed captain of Infantry (emergency) 
Oct. 11, 1918. Captain Seymour never joined the 15th 
Infantry, being detailed assistant to the department ad- 
jutant, Philippine Department, which duty he was on 
at the time of his death. “He had marked ability for 
duty in the Adjutant General’s Department,” writes a 
correspondent, “but was greatly disappointed at not be- 
ing able to get duty with troops in the field overseas. 
Prior to entry into the Army he was a captain in the 
3d Infantry, Tennessee National Guard (now the 117th 
Infantry, h Division, U.S.A., which, in company with 
the 27th Division (N.Y.), did such noteworthy service 
with the British 4th Army in Belgium). Captain Sey- 
mour was born in Alabama, April 15, 1895, Since 
early boyhood he had resided at Oleveland, Tenn., and 
at aranooes, Tenn. He received his education in 
the public high schools at Cleveland, Tenn., ar? in 


the University of Chattanooga: He was well and fa- 
vorably known to practically every officer who has served 
in the Philippine Department during the past eight 
years. He was by disposition quiet and unobtrusive, 
but was endowed by nature with a personality that drew 
people to him and commanded the respect, admiration 
and love of all with whom he was associated. He is 
survived by his mother, Mrs. Emma H. Goodner, and 
one sister, Miss Wingfield Seymour, both of Cleveland, 
Tenn. His father, Edward Seymour, served through 
the Civil War in the Navy and has been dead for many 
years.” 

Lieut. Walter A. Byrnes, Air Service, U.S.A., and 
Flying Cadet Parker D. Buck, attached to Kelly Flying 
Field, San Antonio, Texas, were killed April 1, 1919, 
in the fall of their airplane three miles from the field 

Lieut. Thomas E. Graves, Air Service, U.S.A., was 
killed instantly in an airplane accident at Bolling Field, 
Washington, D.C., on April 1, 1919, when he fell 2,000 
feet. 

Lieut. Henry S. Hayward, U.S.N.R.F., who had been 
stationed at the Charleston Navy Yard, Charleston, 8.C., 
died in the Naval Hospital, Brooklyn, N.Y., March 31, 
1919, of pneumonia. Lieutenant Hayward was born in 
Elizabeth, N.J., and was graduated from the Stevens 
Institute of Technology in 1900, 

Leander Townsend Howes, late lieutenant, Ist U.S. 
Artillery, and class of 1867, U.S.M.A., died on April 1, 
at Maplewood Farm, Stamford, Conn.

DEATH OF COL. C. C. PULIS, U.S.A. 


Col. Charles C. Pulis, Field Art., U.S.A., who died 
March 14, 1919, on board the U.S.S. America in Hobo- 
ken, N.J., of pneumonia, was born July 6, 1876, at Lake 
Geneva, Wis. His father was the late Rev. J. D. Pulis; 
his mother, Sarah Dickinson Pulis. Graduating from 
the University of Nebraska in 1896, he was captain of 
cadets at the university and stood first in the military 
department, and was recommended for appointment in 
the Regular Army, standing first among the students 
most proficient in military drill and science. Command- 
ants at the Military Department were Gen. John J. 
Pershing, then first lieutenant of the 10th U.S. Cavalry, 
and Capt. John S. Guilfoyle, 9th. U.S. Cavalry. Pre- 
vious to his cadet experience he was a member for two 
years of Company A, 2d Regiment, National Guard, 
Nebraska. Colonel Pulis joined the 3d Nebraska Infan- 
try as second lieutenant under Col. William Jennings 
Bryan, July 12, 1898, was honorably mustered out May 
11, 1899. Upon his return from Cuba he enlisted July 
24, 1899, as a private in the 22d U.S. Infantry, was pro- 
moted to lieutenant of the 40th U.S. Volunteer Infantry 
Aug. 17, 1899. As captain of the 40th he took part in 
the skirmish at and taking of Aloran, Mindanao, P.1.; 
expedition and taking of Jimenez, Mindanao, P.I.; ac- 
tion at Jimenez; skirmish near Langaran, P.I., and 
Aloran and aetion at Jimenez Jan. 21, 1901. While on 
duty at San.Francisco during the earthquake Colonel 
Pulis was seriously injured, and on the operating table 
Colonel Kennedy found his jugular vein severed, but 
with a skilful operation he recovered. He was married 
October 12, 1915, to Florence Vrooman of Minneapolis. 

Joining the 6th Field Artillery Dec. 12, 1915, at No- 
gales, Ariz., he commanded Battery C with the American 
punitive expedition in Mexico, returning in December to 
take command of the 6th Field Artillery at Douglas, 
Ariz. Colonel Pulis left the United States with the 6th 


Field Artillery as lieutenant colonel in July, 1917, to - 


join the American Expeditionary Force. He spent most 
of the winter of 1917 at the frogt, taking command of 
the artillery school of fire at Cortquidan from May until 
October, when he left to take command of the 104th 
Field Artillery (1st New York National Guard) at the 
front at Meuse-Argonne. Between Oct. 3 and 7 the 104th 
Field Artillery participated in the attack on Brieulles. 
The attack of Bois de Chaume, Bois Bolt-Chene and 
Consenvoye took place between October 8 and 13. This 
was followed by an attack on the heights of the Grand 
Montagne. Oct. 21 the 104th was attached to the 79th 
Division, which took over Grand Montagne sector on 
the east bank of the Meuse. From this time until Noy. 
2, 1918, the artillery supported the infantry which had 
the task of holding the line under direct observation 
from enemy positions in Haraumont and Bois de 
Ormont. 

Thereafter Colonel Pulis’s regiment participated in 
the battle of Dundur-Meuse, which resulted in forcing 


the enemy off tre west banks of this river. Nov. 8 the 
operations resulted in the capture of.Reville, Etraye and 
Crepion. During all the fighting Colonel Pulis’s men 
threw into the ‘Boche lines 66,782 rounds. Colonel Pulis 
was buried at the Presidio of San Francisco. Besides 
his wife and mother he leaves one sister, Mrs. M. O. 
Andrewson, of Oakland.

ARMY COURTS-MARTIAL. 
G.CM. of Captain Weisgerber Closed. 

The G.C.M. in the case of Capt. Edwin C. Weisgerber, 
U.S.A,, charged with disloyalty, which had been in ses- 
sion for several days at Governors Island, N.Y.,.came to 
a@ close on March 28. The accused officer refused to take 
the witness stand in his own behalf, but submitted a 
Statement in which he said that the charges brought 
against him were the result of opposition from interests 
that wish to gain control of the synthetic gasoline which 
he claims to have invented. He feared that on cross- 
examination he might be compelled to reveal the formula 
of his invention, which he is trying to keep secret. In 
regard to a charge that he had made a remark that he 
Sought promotion for himself and his friend, Major A. 
B. Zimmerman, U.S.A., he stated that he had done so 
only in a joking way. Capt. George B. Malone, who was 
recently discharged from the Army as a captain, testi- 
fied he had never known of any action on the part of 
Captain Weisgerber that might be construed as unpatri- 
otic or disloyal. In closing the case for the Government 
the Judge Advocate admitted the charge regarding Cap- 
tain Weisgerber’s attempt to sell a dangerous fuel com- 
pound to the British government had not been substan- 
tiated, and the charge was accordingly withdrawn.

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Great Britain Passes Our DEMOBILIZATION. 

In the month of March Great Britain passed the rec- 
ord of the United States in the demobilization of troops 
in so far as number is concerned. Up to March 3 she 
had demobilized 46,430 officers and 1,783,278 men, a 
total of 1,829,708. Up to March 29, the latest figures 
available, the United States had demobilized a total of 
1,786,000 officers and men. Of course our percentage 
of troops demobilized is much larger than that of the 
British and in addition to this we have longer dis- 
tances to transport eur men both in France and on the 
ocean. : ria wi 
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THE NEW TABLES OF ORGANIZATION. 


The Tables of Organization of the mobile Army made 
public by the War Department on March 29, im con- 
junction with the composition of Divisions given out by 
General March in his interview with the Washington 
correspondents on the same date, show definitely for 
the first time how the War Department’s ideas as to 
the composition of a modern army have been affected by 
our experience in the war. The language of the proposed 
Army Reorganization bill of Jan. 16 made it plain what 
new branches would be created if the measure. became 
law and what the total strength of the personnel of 
these new branches would be. But until the Tables of 
Organization were made public, for the first time since 
before we entered the war, only the broad outline of 
each of these new branches could be traced. Now we 
have them in complete dethil. 

As compared with the National Defénse Act, the Army 
Reorganization bill and the Tables of Organization 
worked out in conjunction with it sbow these six new 
branches: Finance Department, Transportation 
Motor Transport Corps, Air Service, Tank Corps and 
Commissioned Band Leaders. Every one of these, of 
course, has been developed within the emergency Army; 
but they had never been a part of the United States 
Army up to as recent a time as the passage of the Na- 
tional Defense Act, nor even so late as the enactment of 


Corps, 


the Selective Service Law. ‘Through these new Tables 
of Organization, which are corrected up to March 15 
and contain some slight variations from the figures as 
given in the Army Reorganization bill, it is possible to 


give complete statements as to the composition of each 
of these new branches with the exception of the Finance 
Department and Transportation Corps. ‘To the finance 
branch are assigned 318 commissioned officers and 1,050 
enlisted men in the Army Reorganization bill; Trans- 
portation would have 119 commissioned officers and 
3,594 enlisted men. As neither of these branches appears 
in the Tables of Organization, it must be assumed that 
details for them will be made of officers and men as 
needed. The Reorganization bill and the Tables of Or- 
ganization both give 234 band leaders with the rank, 
pay and allowances of second lieutenants, 

The Motor Transport Corps is to be made up of 97 
motor transport companies, 7 motorcycle companies, 28 
headquarters motor commands, 100 service parks, and 
10 repair units. The commissioned personnel includes 
one brigadier general, 8 colonels, 22 lieutenant colonels, 
58 majors, 61 captains, 283 first lieutenants and 649 sec- 
ond lieutenants, a total of 1,082. The enlisted person- 
nel includes 20,737 men. In the commissioned personnel 
of the Tank Corps there are 1 brigadier general, 5 col- 
onels, 17 majors, 69 ~aptains, 150 first lieutenants and 
135 second lieutenaiis, a total commissioned strength 
of 277. The total enlisted strength of this corps is 
5,862 men. This corps is to include 1 headquarters, 5 
brigade headquarters, 5 replacement and 
panies, 5 heavy battalions and 10 light battalions. 

Of all these new branches of the Army none shows so 
marked an imprevement over conditions existing before 
we entered the war as does the Air Service. Under the 
National Defense Act the mnel of 
the Aviation Section of the Signal Corps—the forerun- 
ner of the present Air Service—was fixed at 148 officers,

In the Ta- 
bles of Organization now published the Air Service has 
a commissioned personnel of 1,923 officers, including 1 
major general, 1 brigadier general, 22 colonels, 45 lieu- 
tenant colonels, 126 majors, 438 captains, 696 first lieu- 


tenants and 594 second lieutenants. The total enlisted 
strength will include 21,853 men. The units of the Air 
Service under this new organization will include 
servation and bombing squadrons, 20 pursuit 
rons, 47 squadrons for coast defense, and for Panama, 
the Philippines, Hawaii, Technical, Supply and Repair; 
15 group headquarters, observation; 16 group headgquar- 
ters, pursuit; 5 wing headquarters, pursuit; 42 balloon 
companies, 9 balloon group headquarters, and 3 balloon 
group headquarters. As the typical Army airplane 
squadron includes eighteen planes in service, the ninety- 
two squadrons included in the above table will require 
1,656 planes with a minimum available reserve of 3,400 
additional planes. It is announced that each of the

over the future of the U.S. Air Service and the doubts 
that have been felt as to its future, we may be certain 
of two things at the present time. These are that Gen- 
eral March has stated definitely that the War Depart- 
ment proposes to maintain an Army of 509,904 men 
until Congress settles the future military policy for the 
country; and that'so long as that Army exists our Air 
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Service will continue along the lines laid down in the 
above table of organization. 
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NOTES OF THE NAVY. 
Desertions from U.S. Navy. 

Approximately 2,500 cases of desertion in the Regular 
Navy have been recorded since the signing of the armis- 
tice. The rate is increasing as the Navy forces are de- 
creasing. 'The average monthly total up to last October 
was about 100 desertions; 176 desertions were recorded 
in November, the armistice month. By December, when 
Secretary Daniels’s demobiliation order was in full 
effect, 422 men of the Regular Navy forces had de- 
serted. In January. the figure had jumped to 607 and 
by February 600, the top total, was recorded, while 
March showed 607. In the department this increase is 
attributed to the fact that the men who are manning 
transports are becoming dissatisfied because they are not 
granted leave on the other side, but are held aboard ship 
so that there will be no interruption to the steady out- 
flow of troops from France. A plan to have the men 
granted ten days’ leave when overseas was disapproved 
on the ground that there must be no check to troop 
transport. On getting back to this side the disconsolate 
elements are granted leave and a large percentage fail 
to come back. There are few desertions dmong the Re- 
serve Force for the-reason that this force is being re- 
leased as rapidly as the Navy Depart—ent machinery 
for demobilization can function. Steps are being taken 
to remedy the desertion situation, which is regarded as 
growing to serious proportions. 

Marine Camp at Galveston Abandoned. 


Abandonment of the camp of the 3d Brigade, U.S. 
Marine Corps, at Galveston, Texas, has been ordered 
and the men remaining in the skeletonized 3d Brigade 
are to be sent to Quantico, Va. The brigade had been 
reduced from 2,300 to 1,000 as a result of transfers, 
discharges and assignments to other posts, four com- 
panies having recently been sent to Cuba to replace four 
companies which had been ordered to Haiti. Only 150 
men are left at Galveston to clean up and guard the 
camp. The U.S. Hancock was sent north with the men 
ordered to Quantico. About 600 are to join the 6th 
Marine Brigade at Guantanamo, Cuba. 








Navy Continucs Training Camp Activities. 

Following the announcement made by the Navy De- 
partment that, the Bureau of Navigation would take 
over the duties performed by the civilian Commission 
on Training Camp Activities during the recent hostili- 
ties, the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery has issued a 
note on the subject (in Bulletin No. 67, Division of 
Sanitation) calling attention to the important indirect 
bearing such activities have upon the health of the 
Navy. The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery note points 
out that such physical and social activities as have been 
conducted by the Commission on Training Camp Activi- 
ties will increase contentment on board ship, “as the 


possibilities for good resulting from systematized efforts | 


exerted in accordance with sound policies developed by 
co-operation with a specially trained central organiza- 
tion are indeed very great.” 

~ Secretary Daniels Visits Belleau Wood. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels and his party spent 

March 29 visiting the battlefields near Paris and 
Reims, according to ‘a dispatch received at the Navy 
Department. The party devoted most, of the day to 
going over the ground at Belleau Wood and Chateau- 
Thierry, where the 2d Division, in which the U.S. Ma- 
rines served, fought with the troops of the Regular 
Army. The Secretary and his party were accompanied 
by Brig. Gen. Logan Feland of the Marine Corps and 
Major Charles M. Busbee, U.S.A., who were assigned 
by General Pershing to accompany them. Both officers 
served with the 2d Division and took part in the en- 
gagements fought on the fields the party- visited. 

Captain Murray Aid to General Barnett. 


Capt. Charles I. Murray, U.S.M.C., who has recently 
returned from France, where he commanded the 2d Bat- 
talion of the 6th Regiment, U.S. Marine Corps, was on 
April 1 appointed aid to Major Gen. Commandant 
George Barnett, U.S.M.C., vice Lieut. E. B. Hanson, 
wuo has been assigned to the Marine Corps Recruiting 
Publicity Bureau, New York. Captain Murray received 
a warm welcome at Marine Corps headquarters and 
many personal congratulations for his winning the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross in the Argonne. 

Contract for Naval Academy Addition Awarded. 


The contract for the Seamanship and Navigation 
building to be erected as an addition to the U.S. Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, Md., has been awarded by the 
Navy Department to Levering and Garrigues, of New 
York city. The Department estimate was approximately 
$800,000 for the structure, and the New York firm was 
the lowest bidder at $662,692. The contract calls for 
completion in 270 calendar days. The building will be 
of four stories, of reinforced concrete and granite and 
will have a colonnade connecting it with the gymnasium 
building. In architecture and construction it will econ- 
form to the modern buildings in the Naval Academy 
group. °

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Marcu War Risk INSURANCE CHECKS ISSUED. 

All checks due soldiers and sailors or their dependents 
from the Bureau of War Risk Insurance for March were 
issued on time, according to a statement issued April 3, 
which added: “Issuance of checks by the Bureau of 
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War Risk Insurance is now practically current.” The 
March total of checks was 1,159,623. Of this number 
1,062,566 were allotment and allowance checks, 77,677 
insurance checks and 19,380 compensation checks, rep- 
resenting in all $39,148,323. 
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ESTIMATED STRENGTH OF THE ARMY.

Coast ARTILLERY TO TRAIN RESERVE OFFICERS. 

Orders of the War Department issued on March 31 
assigning Lieut. Col. West C. Jacobs, Majors Edward 
P. Noyes and Arthiar W. Ford, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
to the duty of conferring with the authorities of leading 
colleges and universities throughout the country with a 
view to establishing Coast Artillery Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps units at these educational institutions, 
discloses the fact that the Coast Artillery Corps also is 
planning to train Reserve officers for the Service. The 
plan is to equip the schools where units are established 
with the materiél developed for coast defense during the 
war, so far as possible, and to transfer from one college 
to another by rail, as required, the new railroad ordnance 
for practical demonstration, also the equipment for fight- 
ing aircraft. The mobile Coast Artillery made possible 
by the installation of coast switch lines from trunk 
railroads, which will be a development of the immediate 
future, is calculated to make our coast as nearly im- 
pregnable as it is possible, and the great railroad 
mounted guns developed by the Ordnance Department 
of the Army during the war, none of which was trans- 
ported for use overseas, will play a most important part 
in the Army’s scheme of defense against aftack from 
the sea. The matured plans for the training of Reserve 
officer personnel will be available when the officers re- 
port to the Chief of Coast Artillery at Washington the 
result of their conferences with the authorities of col- 
leges and universities. 
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GENERAL PERSHING PRAISES QUARTERMASTER CORPS. 


In a letter dated Feb. 20, and addressed to Brig. Gen. 
John M. Carson, deputy chief quartermaster, A.E.F., 
and acting chief since the return of Major Gen. H. L. 
Rogers to Washington as director of Purchase and Stor- 
age, Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., writes: “As the ac- 
tivities of our Army in France draw to a close and the 
actual return home of our troops has begun, I desire to 
express to you, and through you to the officers and en- 
listed men of the Quartermaster Corps, my appreciation 
of their loyal and energetic work, which has contributed 
so greatly to our success. The task of supplying an 
Army of the size of the American Expeditionary Force 
in a field of operation so many thousands of miles from 
home depots was never before attempted. The Quarter- 
master Corps carried this task to a triumphant conclu- 
sion, and thereby made possible the successes of our 
fighting troops on the Marne, at St. Mihiel and in the 
Argonne. All members of the corps, whether of the com- 
missioned or enlisted personnel, can return to America 
with the assurance gained by the knowledge of duty 
well performed and confident that they have won the 
thanks and respect of their comrades in the American 
Expeditionary Force.” 
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RULING ON MINIATURE SERVICE CHEVRONS. 

The Secretary of War has issued directions that com- 
munications relative to miniature chevrons of gold and 
silver be answered to the effect that the War Depart- 
ment has no objection to the sale of miniature pins of 
gold and silver made to represent the authorized wound 
and service chevrons; that there is a law forbidding the 
wearing of the cheyrons themselves by those not en- 
titled to them, but that this would not apply to the pins 
referred to; that department regulations forbid the 
wearing of such pins on the uniform of the soldier still 
in the Service, but that this does not apply to discharged 
soldiers. 
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VOLUNTEERS TO RELEASE OVERSEAS MEN. 

The War Department on April 3 authorized the publi- 
cation of the following cable message sent to General 
Pershing: ‘We are now enlisting for three years 50,000 
volunteers, as follows: 25,000 Infantry,. 15,000 Field 
Artillery, 5,000 Engineers, 3,000 Medical Department, 
2,000 Cavalry. These will be sent you in detachments 
of 1,000 for assignment to Army of Occupation. Upon 
arrival of each detachment return to the United States 
for distharge equal number. of men enlisted or drafted

Circular 77 provides for the discharge of a man upon his 
own application where there is sickness or other distress ’ 
in the soldier’s family, or where he is urgently needed in 
the occupation from which he went into the Army, The 
allotment classifications A and B cover men who are 
making the largest provisions from their pay for 
support of dependents at home. The 50,000 volunteers 
are to be assembled in provisional companies at Camp 
Meade, Md., preparatory to going overseas. 
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ALLIED PLANES SUPERIOR. 


Records ~published by the Statistics Branch of the 
General Staff show that the best known types of the 
Allied pursuit airplanes in use during the war clearly 
outclassed the best known German types in horsepower, 
climbing ability, speed and lightness in relation to horse- 
power. These figures, based upon the performance of 
the five bsst known planes of each force, indicate that 
the only feature in which it was possible for the enemy 
airplanes to outclass those of the Allies ‘would be in - 
maneuverability, but the results of hundreds of battles 
in the air proved conclusively that even in this unmeas- 
urable consideration the Central Powers were inferior. 
The following table shows the comparison between the 
average performance of the five best known types of

New Rir.te Sicats Aw. MARKSMEN. ‘ 

The development of a new peep sight for the Army 
rifle used by the U.S.M.C., the idea of Lieut. Col. Dotig- 
las C. McDougal, U.S.M.C., of the 13th Regiment, 5th 
Brigade, and the development of a new front sight used 
in conjunction with it by Major John J. Dooley, U.S. 
M.C.R., one of the leading experts in machine guns and 
rifles, and who was in command of the Marine Corps 
machine gun school at Utica, N.Y., have brought about 
interesting results. It is said at Marine Corps headquar- 
ters in Washington that for some weeks remarkably high 
scores have been received at headquarters. The “unifor- 
mity of the scores gave rise to a suspicion that something 
was wrong at the Paris Island range. The scores, how- 
ever, were checked and rechecked, and the marksmen 
were compelled to go through a second test, when officers 
were assigned to the pits and the firing line as observers. 
The men made scores practicaly as high as before, and 
then it was disclosed that the scores were due to new 
sights which had been issued for trial.

PLANS FOR THE NATIONAL GUARD. ‘ 

The War Department.has been arranging plans for 
the reorganization of the National Guard onthe sixteen 
division basis that was in force before practically all 
of the Guard was drafted into the Federal Service. This 
is done in the expectation that Congress may decide to 
continue the National Guard as a part of the Army of 
the United States. One of the provisions made by the 
War Department is to be found in the new Tables of 
Organization made public on March 29 which includes 
889 commissioned officers in the Militia Bureau who 
would be assigned to administrative and training duties 
and 1,000 sergeants for duty with the Guard for in- 
struction purposes. Of these 192 majors would be at- 
tached to the 144 Infantry, 16 Cavalry and 32 Field 
Artillery regiments that comprised the Guard under its 
pre-war basis and which would be continued if the 
Guard reorganization plans are carried out. Thirty 
majors would be attached to the thirty Coast Artillery 
Corps of the Guard on the same basis.

DECORATION DESIGNATIONS May BE ADOPTED. 

It is proposed that official cognizance be taken of 
the officers and men who have been decorated for valor 
in the war by having suitable letters designated after 
their names, at least in the annual official register. The 
use of initials denoting the decoration awarded after the 
name of an officer, after the manner of the British ser- 
vice, is advocated, and names would appear thus: “Capt. 
John Smith, D.S.C.,” ete. No official word concerning 
this plan has as yet been given out in Washington. 
The proposed designation has met with general approval 
as consistent with the present practice of indicating 
Medal of Honor and Certificate of Merit awards in this 
way in the Army Register.

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THE ARMY COURTS-MARTIAL CONTROVERSY. 
Secretary Baker Returns Letier from Colonel Ansell. 

Secretary of War Baker announced on March 28 that 
he would’ not make public the letter from Lieut. Col. 
Samuel T. Ansell, J.A.G. Dept., U.S.A., in regard to the 
Army courts-martial controversy. Colonel Ansell’s letter, 
which was delivered at the office of the Secretary on 
March 18, was in reply to a letter from Major Gen. 
Enoch H. Crowder, J.A.G., U.S.A., dated March 8. Gen- 
eral Crowder’s letter was in reply to a letter to him 
from Secretary Baker dated March 1. The latter two 
letters, which were in relation to the controversy over 
the administration of military justice during the war, 
were printed in the AkmMy AND Navy JouRNAL, March 
15, page 983. Colonel Ansell requested that his reply 
be given as wide publicity. The Secretary declined to 
do this and in a statement on March 28 he said: 


“I have returned to Colonel Ansell the letter which 
he sent to me with the suggestion that any recommenda- 
tion that any recommendations or suggestions he has to 
make with reference to improvement in the substantive 
military law or in the procedure will be welcomed. The 

rticular letter seems to me to be not helpful, and there- 

re I have returned it to him and I have told him that 
any suggestion he wants to make he can make either 
through military channels or directly to me, as he may 


The action of the Secretary created considerable com- 
ment, some officers rye J the opinion that he might 
have made public at least that portion of Colonel An- 
seli’s letter in answer to statements contained in Gen- 
eral Crowder’s letter which indicated that the latter be- 
lieved Colonel Ansell had taken a roundabout method 
in November, 1917, in an attempt to secure an order to 

ive him the function of Judge Advocate General, and had 
bad circulated among officers in General Crowder’s office, 
without the latter's knowledge, “a brief urging a revo- 
lution in the military system.” 


Ansell Letter Becomes Public. 


What is evidently the full text of Colonel Ansell’s 
letter became public on April 3, as noted below. There- 
upon ensued a mystery as to who had broken confidence. 
Senator Chamberlain, who had been entrusted by Colo- 
nel Ansell with a copy of the letter, was in Mississippi. 
Colonel Ansell, it was stated by the New York Times in 
publishing the letter, had not given it out. Colonel An- 
sell had been in New York and returned to Washington 
on April 2. When asked if he had anything to say as 
to the publication of his letter, he declined to make a 
statement. He intimated, however, that the Times would 
be the last paper he would favor because of its policy of 
opposition to the cause he was fighting for. He did not 
believe, moreover, that Senator Chamberlain had dis- 
closed the letter. 

When asked about the publication of the letter, Secre- 
tary Baker on April 3 said: “The important part of 
this matter is the question of military justice. Upon 
that subject the committee of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation and various other agencies are at work. My 
earnest desire is to have every defect of the system dis- 
covered and remedied. The welter of abuse, accusation 
and violent language about personal differences between 
officers can only be properly inquired into through the 
regularly established agencies of the Army, and I can 
make no comment upon those features until I have re- 
ceived the report of the Inspector General.” : 

To a question whether Colonel Ansell would be likely 
to appear before a court-martial, the Secretary refused 
to reply. It was said by officers close to Colonel Ansell 
that that officer anticipated that sooner or later he 
would be a defendant before a military tribunal. 


COLONEL ANSELL’S LETTER TO SECRETARY BAKER. 


What is stated to be “the full text of the suppressed 
letter of Lieut. Col. Samuel T. Ansell, former Acting 
Judge Advovate General of the Army, in rejoinder. to 
Major Gen. Enoch Crowder’s defense of the Army court- 
martial system,” was published by the New York Times 
on April 3 with the further statement that it came into 
the possession of its Washington correspondent on April 
2, and that it is “the letter which Secretary of War 
Baker refused to make public,” and that it was not 
given out by Colonel Ansell. Following are extracts 
giving the substance of the letter as published. It is 
dated at Washington, March 11, 1919, and is addressed 
to the Secretary of War: 

“The press yesterday carried statements made by. you 
and by General Crowder in defense of the criticisms 
now being made against the existing system of military 
justice and the departmental methods of administering 
it. An authorized statement marked for release March 
10 consists of a letter under date of March 1, signed by 
the Secretary of War but evidently prepared in the 
office of the Judge Advocate General, in which the J.A.G. 
is requested to respond with a statement which will per- 
mit ready perusal by the intelligent men and women 
who are so deeply interested ir this subject. 

“The letter of the Secretary is one voicing general 
support of the system, a declaration of his faith in the 
justice of the system and of confidence in the J.A.G. 
and in condemnation of my own attitude and views with 
respect to that momentous subject. The statement of 
the J.A.G. is one that speaks in warm support of the 
system and in justification of his own responsibility for 
it, and in considerable part consists of severe personal 
criticism and accusation of me because of my efforts, in 
the face of his opposition, to modify the existing system 
so that a fair meed of justice to our enlisted men might 
be assured. 

“General Crowder’s statement in reply, containg 
impvtations upon my personal and official conduct 
which in justice and honor I cannot permit to go un- 
challenged. Since the Secretary himself chose this means 
to give to the public a-bitter attack on me, it ig but 
common fairness and justice, and I therefore accord- 
ingly request that the same office should give to the 
public this statement of mine, which is designed to show 
the same intelligent men and women, the only forum 
now left to me, the character of the issues made by 
those who are opposed to me and my views, the extent 
to which they go and the methods which they employ to 

port and maintain a system which well-advised 

pronounces bad and which those most familiar with 
know has necessarily and inevitably led to injustice in 


the Army.

Believes System Unjust. 


“TI say. the system does not do justice. It does injustice 

—gross, terrible, spirit-crushing injustice. Evidence of 
it is on every hand to those who will but see. The rec- 
ords of office reek with it. The organization of the 
clemency board now sitting daily and daily recommend- 
ing clemency in a hundred cases is a confession of it. 
Clemency, however, can never efface the injustice done. 
In my judgment the Army will never hold the place it 
ought to hold in the faith and affections of our people 
— the machinery for doing military justice be human- 
ized. . 
“The statement of the Judge Advocate General is a 
dextrous effort to divert public attention from the system 
of injustice, which he defends and the paternity of 
which he proudly proclaims, to mere personal differ- 
ences which are not, or must soon cease to be, of public 
moment. When in so far as it is necessary for his pur- 
pose for him to do so, he discusses the system, he be- 
comes involved in inextricable confusion and patent in- 
consistencies. In one and the same breath he declares 
the system unusually excellent and then complains that 
Congress has failed to impose upon and above it a 
needed organ empowered to subject it to legal control. 
He declares that the military law can best: be ‘adminis- 
tered in the field and with virtual finality, and yet he 
now admits that the system would be much improved 
by the establishment of a departmental appellate power. 
« « «+ « He argues that, since the soldier must on oc- 
easion yield up his life on the battlefield, he should not 
be heard to complain if it be taken away by these 
‘courts of chivalry and honor,’ applying not the modern 
rules of right, but the medieval principles that governed 
overlord and armed retainer. 

“The issue is whether the convening authority, the 
court and the officer ordering the execution, shall be a 
law unto themselves, or whether they shall be restrained 
by and required to keep within the limits prescribed by 
established principles of law; whether military justice 
shall be governed by the power ‘of military command or 
whether it shall be the result of the application of legal 
principles. He .insists that courts-martial shall be sub- 
jected from. beginning to end to the power of military 
command, and [ declare that military justice can never 
be done with assurance unless they be made responsible 
to applied principles of law alone, and answerable to no 

ao 


“In his statement the J.A.G. recognizes some defi- 
ciencies to which he has been peculiarly blind ever be- 
fore, and concurs, verbally at least, in remedies which 
he has ever hitherto opposed. He says that I contend 
that the great fault with the system is to be found in 
the lack of departmental power to review courts-martial 

i and to modify or reverse unlawful judg- 
ments. I have ever contended that this was one great 
fault, but not the only one. As to that one fault, he 
now says that he agrees with me and that there is no 
contreversy about it. When did he become of that mind? 
In November, 1917, he went out of his way to reverse 
the opinion rendered by this office, and insisted upon 
misconstruing out of existing law that very power which 
this office had fairly found there. He contends that the 
purpose of the Army is not to maintain justice, but to 
procure victory, as though the one can be achieved only 
at the sacrifice of the other. I say that there can be no 
discipline in an army without. justice, and that the effi- 
ciency of our arms will ever be dependent upon the sense 
of our soldiery that they can expect justice. 

“The J.A.G. says that he was so much in favor of 
establishing an appellate power over these unjust judg- 
ments that in January, 1918, he submitted a draft of 
legislation for that purpose, which the c6mmittee of 
Congress permitted to die. It is well that that bill was 
not taken seriously. That bill would have virtually put 
this appellate power, not in the hands of the President, 
but in the hands of the Chief of Staff, the highest mili- 
tary official, whose every instinct and element of train- 
ing is ultra-military. It would have authorized the set- 
ting aside of an acquittal, the changing of a finding of 
innocence to one of guilt, and the substitution of a 
heavier penalty for a lighter one awarded by a court. 
All this is consonant with the prevailing tendency of 
military practice. There is evidentiary circumstance 
that brings to my mind the absolute conviction that his 
efforts were not in good faith, and were simply designed 
to allay public apprehension and inquiry. 

“It may well be that, now the constraint is removed 
which seemed to him to oblige him to take an opposite 
course, the J.A.G. reverts to his first view, which he 
on one oecasion expressed as one of honest intellectual 
approval of the effort that our officers were making to 
establish such an appellate power in this department. 
That. effort was made near the beginning of the war, in 
the latter days of October, 1917, and, with -the concur- 
rence of every officer serving at that time in this de- 
partment. We deduced, out of 1199 Revised Statutes, 
that power. The views of this office were embodied in an 
office opinion to the Secretary of War, dated Nov. 10, 
1917. It is of this opinion that General Crowder says: 
‘Indeed, the first time I was advised of such a view was 
in November, 1917, on the occasion of his presenting to 
you—not through me, and entirely mithout consulting 
me—the first.of the elaborate briefs of which so much 
has been made.’ And later refers to ‘circulation of a 
document of such grave consequences among every offi- 
cer in office, without giving me the slightest infor- 
mation of his efforts.’ 


Statements “At Variance With Facts.” 


“The statements are at variance with the facts. 
p am I came to be the head of this office, in the latter 
ys of August, 1917, General Crowder at that time 
doubtless placing in me the utmost confidence, came to 
me and said that he never intended to return to this 
office again, that he had always aspired to a line com- 
mand, and that he intended to use his office of Provost 
Marshal General in the raising of this new army to se- 
cure for himself a field command. d mé to man-

Statutes, was designed for that very purpose. His reply” 
to-me, in words’ that are impressed upon my memory, 
was: ‘I approye heartily of your effort,. Go ahead and 
put it.over.. I suspect, however, that you may find some 
ead with the military men arising out of Article 
od. 


“He then adverted to the fact that he himself had 
drafted and had had enacted that particular article, and 
added that. of course it was-never designed to prevent 
any such power. I announced to my associates that Gen- 
eral Crowder had spoken with approval of our course. 
Under my instructions I did not have to consult with 
him, and did so only because it was convenient and ap- 
propriate. . 

“I knew of no change of attitude until, shortly there- 

after, I was advised in the department that he was pre- 
paring a brief in opposition to the office view, and two 
or three days thereafter he resumed charge of the office 
and filed the brief. When I found this to be so 1 went 
to General Crowder and accosted him about his change 
of attitude. In explanation thereof he said: ‘Ansell, [ 
had to go back on you. I am sorry, but it was necessary 
to do it in order to save my official reputation.’ He then 
added that he was nearing the end of his service, that he 
could not afford to be held responsible for the injustice 
that had gone on, if the existing law could have been 
construed to prevent it. He went on to say that the 
Secretary of War held him personally responsible, and 
had ‘upbraided’ him for sitting by during the time that 
he had been J.A.G: and permitting this injustice to go 
uncorrected. 
_ “General Crowder then said that, humiliated by such 
imputation, he had gone back to the Provost Marshal 
General’s office, had consulted some of his friends there, 
and had decided that it was necessary for his self-pro- 
tection to oppose the opinion this office had written and 
the effort it had made to establish this power, and that 
two of the officers there had helped him to prepare the 
counter-memorandum. 


Appointment as Acting J.A.G. 


_ “General Crowder further says that the order appoint- 
ing me Acting J.A.G. and subsequently revoked had 
never been published, but was obtained by me from the 
Chief of Staff without consulting the Secretary of War, 
and without his knowledge. His statement reproduces a 
story far different from what actually occurred. The 
facts are’ these: Colonel White, the executive officer of 
the department, called my attention to the fact that I 
was directing the policy of the office and exercising sole 
power, but had never been designated to do so under 
Sec. 1132, R.S., and that for my protection I should 
place the matter before the department and suggest 
that I be designated in accordance with the statute. I 
told him that I ought to confer with General Growder, 
called vp his office on the telephone and found that he 
was out, and then wrote a memorandum, the purpose of 
which was not to help me secure an order for my own 
benefit, but to present an official situation to him as it 
had been presented to me. I recommended for purely 
official reasons that such an order should issue, and 
asked whether or not he concurred. He replied by mem- 
orandum, saying: ‘It would be entirely agreeable to me 
to have you take up directly and in your own way with 
the Secretary of War the subject matter of your letter.’ 

“It never occurred to me that this language was not 
other than frank and candid and that his agreement was 
conditioned upon personal presentation to the Secretary 
of War. I toon it up as I took up other official busi- 
ness; that is, I filed a memorandum with the Chief of 
Staff, in which I used the language of General Crowder, 
and in due course I was furnished with a typewritten 
copy of the order signed by the Chief of Staff, by order 
of the Secretary of War. I saw nobody in person on the 
subject. Everything was done officially and by written 
memorandum. Surely General Crowder will not now 
deny that he concurred in the step taken, namely, that I 
should be designated by order to control the policy of 
the office, since I was responsible for all the work, and 
he cannot deny that in such matters the Chief of Staff 
acts for the Secretary of War and that regulations re- 
quire that normal transaction of business be through 

im. 

“A reference to the order itself will show that it is 
not in the form in which I recommended it, but that it 
proceeds to eenfirm the verbal directions which I as- 
sumed the Secretary of War had previously given. The 
language of the_order is this: ‘By direction of the Presi- 
dent, and in accordance with Sec. 32 of the Revised 
Statutes, the verbal orders of the Secretary of War of 
the date of Aug. 11, 1917, designating Brig. Gen. Samuel 
T. Ansell, J.A., National Army, as Acting J.A.G. of the 
Army, are hereby confirmed and made of record, and-he 
will continue to-take charge of the office and perform 
the duties of the J.A.G. of the Army until further orders 
and during the absence of the chief of that bureau upon 
other duty.’ * 

“General Crowder says nothing is further from the 
troth than that I was relieved from duty in connection 
with the administration of military justice when F filed 
the original brief.. He surely cannot mean this. He re- 
turned at that time, took over the duties of the office, 
and sent all matters to my desk for my views and super- 
vision before presentation to him, except matters affect- 
ing military justice. He established for the officer in 
charge of that division of work a direct relation and 
channel of intercourse, whereby the work of the Division 
of Military Justice was not subjected to my supervision 
or to that of Colonel Mayes, my immediate assistant. 

“The fact is, from the middle of November until the 
nineteenth day of April, when I left for Europe, I had 
nothing to do with the administration of military justice, 
— of course, nothing to do with it until after my re- 
urn. 

“From the time of General Crowder’s return to the 
office to the time I left for Europe I urged in several 
memoranda the necessity of closer supervision of court- 
martial procedure. I filed a report upon returning from 
a that indicated to my mind, what I once said to 
the Secretary of War, that the enlisted man in our 
Army receives less protection before a court-martial 
than an enlisted man in any other army with which we 
were associated. 


Responsibility the Secretary's. 


“If responsibility for such maladministration as has 
existed in this office is to be located, it must be located 
first upon the Secretary of War. He specially in- 
struc’ me in November that no matters oF particular 
importance, no matters concerning the policies of the 
office, and no matters concerning appointments should 
be dealt with by me except with the approval of the 
J.A.G. himself. % 

“The difficulties of administration have been due to 
the fact that I have been in fact responsible for the 
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r this office. He knew little or nothing about the 24- 
ation of this office during this war and was en- 
tirely absorbed and consumed in his other duties, He 
was at the same time the Proyogt Marshal General, 
Member of the War Council, and Legislative Liaison 
r. It was a case in which General Crowder desired, 
the Secretary of War permitted him, to agsume 
pore duties, duties that were in no sense related, than a 
pan of greater capacity than General Crowder could 
erry. This was bad administration; operated to the 
at injury of this department. It proved an insupera- 
ple obstacle. ; : 
“General Crowder takes credit that the existing 
Clemency Board, upon which I am still held as the 
president, was_ established by him upon his return to 
this office, as though he discovered the situation neces- 
sitating it. As a matter of fact, that board came about 
from a report that I filed with the Secretary of War 
during General Crowder’s absence. I was charged with 
being a new convert to these views and that during the 
revision of the Articles of War and before I contributed 
no constructive ideas. The views I now hold I have 
held since my cadet days. I held them and expressed 
them throughout my seven years of instructorship at 
West Point.

Grafton. Case Recalled. 


“In 1906, in the celebrated case -of Grafton against 
the United States, then pending in the Supreme Court, 
Grafton, the soldier appelant, having no money for the 
employment of counsel, I asked the permission of the 
War Department to represent him as, counsel, inasmich 
as I desired to establish in that case, what I think the 
court did establish, that courts-martial are subject to the 
great principle of the bill of rights. 

“It ought to be said, however, that at no time, until I 
eame to the command of the office, were courts-martial 
matters a part of my duty. I was assigned to an en- 
tirely different and unrelated class of work. 

“| think a comparison of the military code in its 
present form with the form in which it existed prior to 
1916 will show that the so-called amendment of the 
code, for which General Crowder claims great credit, in- 
troduced not one single systematic change and not one 
single liberal feature, but, on the other hand, imported 
more of the old idea that a court-martial is a court of 
chivalry and honor, not governed by ordinary rules of 
law. 

“General Crowder says that all the facts concerning 
this subject are now .to be ascertained upon the investi- 
gation by the Inspector General. I have already notified 
the Inspector General that I would take no part in that 
investigatiun unless compelled to, for the reason that 
such matter is entirely beyond his jurisdiction, and for 
the further reason that he himself is absolutely dis- 
qualified. It was of him. and his office that I spoke when 
1 said in my brief to the Secretary of War, in Novem- 
ber, 1917, that the views-of the Inspector General of the 
Army, together with those of others of your military 
advisers, are reactionary and savor of professional abso- 
lutism. I stand upon one side of this question and he 
stands upon the other, and thus we have stood since the 
beginning. I will submit to no such unfair, partial and 
unjust investigation, and I have so expressed myself to 
him in a communication of the tenth instant, which is 
as follows: 


Communication to Inspector General. 

“You state no specific controversy or issue which you are to 
investigate or to which I could intelligently address a state 
ment, if I deemed it advisable so to do, 

“If, as seems to be the case, the investigation has to do with 
my statement before the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, 
my statement, for which of course I am responsible, speaks 
lor itself. 

“Above all, however, it\is my judgment that an adequate and 
helpful investigation of the existing system of military justice 
and the administration of it during this war falls beyond your 
province. That subject, my attitdue toward it, and my connec- 
tion with it, are not, when fairly considered, particular inci- 
dents to which your special capacity of inquiry can be prop- 
erly applied; they are extra-departmental; they involve funda- 
mental and general considerations of law and justice, the scope 
of which cannot justly be confined to the War Department or 
any bureau of it, and which are entirely beyond your legal 
competency, . 

“4, Besides, whatever of controversy has arisen upon these 
fundamental considerations, concerning which I have given ex- 
pression to my views, directly involves the Secretary of War, 
whose subordinate you are. Even more; it directly involves 
you and your office as well. I beg to remind you what the 
record will show that, in my original endeavor, made near the 
beginning of the war, to subject courts-martial to departmental 
supervision and control, the Secretary of War, the Assistant 
Chief of Staff, the Judge Advocate General and the Inspector 
General opposed. I had oceasion then, in a brief filed with the 
Secretary of War and read into my recent statement before the 
committee, to comment upon the views of these military ad- 
visers of the Secretary of War and to pronounce them profes- 
tional absolutists upon this question of military justice. They 
and you stood upon the one side of this so-called controversy 
and I upon the other. I cannot, therefore, but regard you and 
your office as disqualified to make a full, fair and impartial 
investigation. 

“Knowing nothing specific of the subject, scope and purpose 
of your investigation and excepting, as I do and for the reasons 
given, to your jurisdictional competency and likewise to your 
fair qualifications, to make such an investigation as that which 
you contemplate, affecting me, I am inclined to have nought to 
do with it, voluntarily. 

“Of course, this subject ought to be investigated. The 
part that the Secretary of War has played in it ought te 
be investigated. The part that the J.A.G. has played 
should be investigated, and I myself do not ask to be 
excused from such an investigation, but, on the other 
hand, I welcome any fair and impartial and helpful in- 
vestigation, but such an investigation, to be helpful and 
impartial, must come from without the War Depart- 
ment. 

“There is a great principle in the issue here, and I 
have preferred that the discussion be confined to a dis- 
cussion of principle, but it is obvious to me now that I 
4m under attack because I stood for a principle, because 
I opposed the existing system, and because I have ex- 
Pressed my opinion of it, that it is unjust, un-American, 
and ought to be destroyed.” 





Mr. Baker Replies to Senator Chamberlain. 


In a press interview on April 3 Secretary Baker re- 
ferred to the speech of Senator Chamberlain of Oregon 
delivered the previous day at Natchez, Miss., in which 
the Senator criticied the Secretary as inefficient and 
Painted the Secretary and Major Gen. Enoch H. Crowder 
@s exponents of “Prussianized militarism.” Secretary 
Baker said: “My attention has been called to the news- 
Paper accounts of a very intemperate speech by Sena- 
tor Chamberlain. I have been Secretary of War three 
years. During that time I have received the most cordial 
and helpful co-operation from the mebers of the Senate 
Military Committee as a whole. From Senator Cham- 
berlain I do not recall that I have ever received a sug- 
gestion which was helpful or seemed intended to be help- 
ful. I am perfectly willing to let the people of the 
Country decide what the War Department has done in 


three years and what Senator Chamberlain has said in 
three years.” 


Former J.A.G. Officers’ Association. 

From official sources it was learned in Washington on 
April 3 that the Association of Former Officers of the 
Judge Advocate General’s Department, recently organ- 
ized in New York, was a movement to affiliate the dis- 
charged Army officers who had been connected with that 
department for the purpose of fighting in every legiti- 
mate manner against the so-called abuses of the courts- 
martial system. This is one of the chief objects of the 
association, it was said, and that through publicity and 
other channels it was the intention to keep the matter 
before the people with a view to bringing about changes 
in the present system. 


Speech by Colonel Ansell. 

Colonel Ansell in a speech delivered on March 25 in 
Washington at the “Lunch Forum” of the National Pop- 
ular Government League again attacked the existing 
courts-martial system, saying in part: “The court-mar- 
tial is one that leads to injustice logically, natur- 
ally, inevitably. It is an inheritance from the old Brit- 
ish code, which was adopted in 1774 and never changed. 
It is not a court in the proper sense, it is simply the 
executive arm of a commanding officer. A man is ar- 
rested, brought before this tribunal. He has no counsel. 
A callow second lieutenant without any knowledge of 
law, easily intimidated, is assigned to defend him. The 
lieutenant makes a perfunctory defense, but never in- 
sists upon the rights of the man. He is convicted by a 
court which has no knowledge of law. The sentence is 
reviewed by an authority s:metimes equally ignorant of 
law and the man is forced to undergo the sentence im- 
posed.” 
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INQUIRY INTO COURTS-MARTIAL SYSTEM. 
Bar Association Begins Iis Investigation. 


Lieut. Cols. Robert W. Miller and Edwin R. Keedy, 
both former professors of law, were the first officers of 
the Judge Advocate General's Department to make 
statements before the American Bar Association’s com- 
mittee for investigating the Army courts-martial system 
at a hearing in Washington, D.C., on March 28. Col- 
onel Miller devoted his time largely to explaining the 
effect of General Order No. 7, 1918, which he said re- 
moved all possibility of injustice resulting from an im- 
proper sentence adjudging death or dishonorable dis- 
missal from the Service. This order provides that in 
all cases involving death, dismissal of an officer, or 
the dishonorable discharge of. an enlisted man, sentence 
must be suspended pending a review of the case in the 
Judge Advocate General’s Department. Colonel Keedy 
remarked upon the success of the courts-martial system, 
saying that as a lawyer and as a teacher of law he was 
surprised to learn bow well the average court-martial 
case was tried. While admitting that owing to the 
stress of war conditions many cases had been tried more 
hurriedly than is necessary in civil courts, he pointed 
out that the Board of Review had found in many cases 
that counsel for the defense was a trained lawyer. He 
said, however, there was no regulation requiring the 
services of a man having any legal training or versed 
in the rules of evidence, and he recommended that coun- 
sel for the accused man always be of rank higher than 
that of second lieutenant. During the course of his in- 
formal testimony Colonel Keedy urged the establishment 
by law of an appellate tribunal, as there is no board 
which has definitely prescribed appellate jurisdiction. 

Lieut. Col. C. V. Porter and Major Andrew J. Copp, 
jr., at the hearing on March 29, both declared they 
were of the opinion that substantial justice was ob- 
tained through the present system of courts-martial. 
The two officers are on duty in the office of the Judge 
Advocate General in Washington. They were ques- 
tioned at length ‘by Chairman S. 8. Gregory of Chicago, 
Col. John Kingley of Baltimore, and Martin Conboy of 
New York city, of the Bar Association Committee. 

Major Copp was formerly a judge advocate at Camp 
Sheridan, Ala., and practically all of his testimony cen- 
tered in his experience in that capacity. Although in 
favor of existing conditions, Major Copp suggested an 
improvement of the courts-martial system. He said: 
“My limited experience has convinced me that the pres- 
ent system approximates the administering of actual 
justice more nearly than civilian courts, because trials 
are speedier and because the probability of the miscar- 
riage of justice is improbable on account of the elab- 
orate system of investigations during the entire course 
of the trials. It is as nearly perfect as is possible un- 
der the exceptional circumstances in which it operates.” 

When asked by Mr. Conboy whether there were not 
weak points in the system which he would desire to 
have remedied, Major Copp admitted that he had made 
one recommendation to the Judge Advocate General 
concerning the length of imprisonment often inflicted 
upon an accused man before he was brought to trial. 
He said in this connection: “I have made a recommen- 
dation to the Judge Advocate General regarding the long 
period of time for which an accused man may be kept 
in the stockade before he is brought to trial. In many 
cases men are confined too long before they are brought 
to justice. - Sometimes the regulation providing that the 
man must be brought to trial within forty days is im- 
practicable, but sometimes the delay is inexcusable. I 
think that when any officer charged with this duty fails 
to bring the accused to trial as speedily as possible he 
himself should be tried by court-martial.” 


Defendant Favored by System. 


One other possible defect was noted by Mr. Conboy, 
but Major Copp, while admitting the possibility of in- 
justice, declared that actual practice generally worked 
in favor of leniency towards the accused man. This 
was the admissibility. of facts which have not been 
brought out in the trial when the case is sent to the 
reviewing officer. 

Mr. Conboy asked: “What goes to the reviewing au- 
thority aside from the record that has not been seen by 
the prisoner?” 

“The findings might be approved on facts that the 
prisoner has never been faced with and which were 
never even brought up in the trial,” replied Major Copp. 

“Are those only such things as may incline him to- 
wards leniency?” asked Mr. Conboy. 

“No, I cannot see why the reviewing authority could 
not take cognizance of anything either within or out- 
side of the trial that bears on the case,” Major Copp 
replied. 

The officer said that in his experience the result of 
this feature of courts-martial regulations was usually 
im favor of the defendant, and that he often made an 
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effort to ascertain himself any facts that might be per- 
tinent to the case, so that he might make a recommen- 
dation in forwarding the case to the reviewing authority. 
Major Copp’s testimony indicated that much is left to 
the discretion of the camp or division judge advocate 
as well as to the reviewing authority. It appeared from 
his statements that if the legal officer takes all possible 
precautions to safeguard the rights of the accused many 
evils can be eliminated. 


During the morning session of the committee Brig. - 


Gen. Edward A. Kreger, Acting Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, U.S.A., appeared personally to bring a letter from 
Secretary Baker and one from himself offering the full 
co-operation of the office of the Judge Advocate General. 
General Kreger made no statement concerning the courts- 
martial system. 


Colonel Porter Suggests Legal Corps. 


Lieut. Col. Porter, formerly judge advocate of thes 
Southeastern Department, judge advocate of the 79th 
Division, and then attached to the Office of the Acti 
Judge Advocate General of the A.E.F., agreed with 
Major Copp’s statement that substantial justice is done 
under the existing legal system, but he also noted a 
few defects which, in his opinion, should be remedied. 
The most urgent need of the Army system of justice, 
according to Colonel Porter, is the establishment of two 
corps of legal officers, one of whose duties it should 
to defend the accused, and another to prosecute 
a general court-martial. Other defects cited by Colonel 
Porter included the length of time the prisoner is held 
before the calling of the court, excessive senten the 
size of the court, and the exaggerated importance placed 
on the courts-martial system for the purpose of maintain- 
ing discipline in time of war. This officer suggested the 
advisability of limiting the sentences beyond all possibility 
of working injudice by the discretion of the court. He 
would place a limit on sentences in time of war as well 
asin times of peace, basing his opinion on his experience 
at the front with the 79th Division. Colonel Portex 
suggested a court of three or five members as being pref- 
erable to one composed.of thirteen members, on account 
of the fact that the larger the court the greater the in- 
attention to the business of the court. In reply to a 
suggestion made by Mr. Gregory, he said he was con- 
vinced that there were far more effective mathods of 
maintaining discipline in war times than by the court- 
martial. He told of instances in which men who were 
guilty of military offenses committed clearly for the 
purpose of evading duty in battle had been given un- 
usually hazardous details, and he said that this had 
been much more effective as a deterrent to infractions 
of discipline than the fear of court-martial, which: many 
times was the thing sought for by the guilty soldier. 


Treatment of Conscientious Objector Cases. 


The adjourned hearing of the committee opened on 
April 2 with a statement by Major Copp, who appeared 
again to correct misstatements concerning: his testimony 
appearing in the daily press. He again gave weight to 
the opinion that the good or bad working of the present 
courts-martial system is largely in the hands of Army 
officers when he said: “It is just like a piece of machin- 
ery, and can be abused as well as put to good use. That 
depends entirely upon how it is operated. Under the 
present system, I belicve that the reviewing authority in 
the field and the officers of the Judge Advocate General’s 
Department are almost entirely responsible for any 
faults that might result.” 

Major Copp was followed by Major Mark E. Guerim, 
who was commissioned as major in the department in 
August, 1918, after sixteen years’ general law practice 
in Chicago. Major Guerim is in the Disciplinary Bar- 
racks Seetion of the Military Justice Department of the 
Judge Advocate General’s office, and he has spent prac- 
tically all his time reviewing the. records of trials~ of 
conscientious objectors. Following a description of the 
method in which the cases go for review to the ] 
office of the Army, Major Guerim answered a question 
put by Mr. Conboy as to the manner in which the con- 
scientious objector cases came up. He said: “Of course, 
conscientious objectors, as originally specified by the Act 
of Congress of May 18, 1917, were not required to serve 
in the Army, except that this provision should not be so 
construed as to excuse any person from service whom 
the President should declare to be non-combatant.- In 
G.O. 28, issued in March, 1918, President Wilson de- 
clared three branches non-combatant under the provi- 
sions of the act, the Medical, Quartermaster, and Engi- 
neer Corps. This order also provided that in addition 
to those persons specified by Congress as conscientious 
objectors, others would be treated as such who had per- 
sonal conscientious scruples against war. Practically all 
the treatment of conscientious objectors has been based 
upon this order. The system of military justice is far 
from perfect, and yet it is very valuable. I believe it 
should be preserved to a great extent, but that certain 
alterations and amendments should be made. It is very 
rare in practice that an innocent man is convicted. In 
fact, in the several cases in which I have recommended 
that the findings be not accepted, I have taken this ac- 
tion reluctantly, feeling that maybe a guilty man was 
being freed, but I felt that the action was necessary be- 
cause of some technical invalidating error.” 

Major Guerim outlined briefly a plan which he thought 
might be advantageous if adopted for use in the proced- 
ure of military justice, although he prefaced his remarks 
with the statement that they were not in the nature of 
a recommendation, but rather as a suggestion that might 
have some value. His plan was stated as follows: “A 
preliminary investigation should be made by a judge 
advocate before the charges are preferred. Following 
the recommendations of the judge advocate, the com- 
manding general should be guided by this opinion. As 
for the trial itself, my observation leads me to the opin- 
ion that in the vast majority of cases neither the case of 
the Government nor the case of the accused is well tried. 
I would suggest that the prosecution be conducted by a 
regular judge advocate, but not the judge advocate of 
the command. In addition to the prosecuting judge ad- 
voeate there should be a corps of defenders, but I would 
not take away any rights of the accused to choose his 
own counsel. These defending judge advocates would 
all be lawyers of experience, of course.. The appointi 
authority when he becomes reviewing authority, shoul 
review all records in cases where there is a conviction, 
and the conviction should not be effective until approved 
by him. He should have the power to disapprove, and 
reduce but not dnerease the sentence. He should have 
the power to reconvene the court to reconsider a finding 
of guilty, but never with the purpose of increasing the 
sentence, or with the purpose of causing a finding of 
guilty if there has been an acquittal. A finding of not 
guilty should be final. Then I would suggest crea- 
tion of an appellate tribunal to act after the reviewing 
authority has upon the cases, composed of mem- 
bers of the J.A.G.’s Department, not less than three nor 
more than five members; the J.A.G. should be, ex-officio,

anil escort the ship into the harbor. The commandant 
of ‘the 8d ‘Naval District has ‘been directed to arrange 
for Mrs. Sims to meet ‘ther husband on ‘his arrival, and 
Rear Admiral G. H. Burridge ant-his aid, Lieut. Comttr. 
F. S. Hatch, will ‘from Washington ‘to New York 
to greet Admiral Sims officially on *béhalf of Acting Sec- 
retary Roosevelt and to escort him ‘to the ‘Navy Depart- 
ment. 

Upon completion of temporary duty at the Depart- 
ment, Admiral Sims will proceed to Newport, R.1,, ‘to 
become president of the Naval War College. Admiral 
Sims left the United States for Dngland on Mareh 31, 
1917, and arrived at Liverpool on April 7, the day fol- 
lowing the declaration of war against the Central Powers. 
He represented the U.S. Navy in the preparation of 
plans. for conducting naval operations in co-operation 
with the Allied Powers, and upon the arrival of the 
first destroyers in command of Capt. Joseph K. Taussig, 
he was made commander of the United States Naval 
Forces in Huropean waters, a post which he has filled 
with distinction, and to the eredif of the Navy and the 
highest ‘traditions of its officer personnel. 

“Admiral Sims,” writes a correspondent in this coun- 
try, “in command of the U.S. Navy forces abroad dis- 
played every desirable attribute of a great commander. 
And he was always ready, not only to throw his forces 
into any breach, but to point out any weakness. He is 
a master of logistics, tactics and strategy. And whether 
the situation was one purely American or purely British 
which demanded quick action, and quick calling to 
aecount any apparent dereliction, Admiral Sims saw his 
duty and did it. He ‘got on’ with the Admiralty and 
the high officers of the Grand Fleet. The cordial rela- 
tions so soon established, Admiral Sims communicated, 
through the diplomatic opportunities he had as assist- 
ant naval attaché in London, to all our associates in the 
fight against the Central Powers. 

“His handling of the troop transport problem, whereby 
Great Britain put aside the imperative demands of her 
commerce to help bring the American soldiers to the 
front, was masterful. He promoted the hearty co-opera- 
tion between the Allies and our War Department in 
every way, and helped to bring about the very cordial 
relations that existed during all the strenuous days over- 
seas between the U.S. Navy and the U.S. Army. There 
again he was the great co-operator. Speaking in Lon- 
don at a farewell luncheon, he said: “There was no 
friction. That may seem a platitude, but all my reading 
of ‘naval history has convinced me that this was the 
first instance in the world where an Army and a Navy 
co-operated. Most of the commanders spend the bal- 
ance of their lives writing how the other fellow was mis- 
taken. I have the greatest admiration for John Per- 
shing. He had the greatest job any commander ever 
had, and you would be surprised if you knew fhe trouble 
we had to-get the Army to the front.’ It was in battling 
against ‘the trouble we ‘had’ that Admiral Sims and 
General Pershing came to the co-ordination of Army 
‘and Navy effort which made victory certain. 

“When the Congress that is soon to convene settles 
down to a calm consideration of the indebtedness of the 
American people to the leaders of its victorious forces 
and takes heed of the valiant and efficient services of its 
commanders, it would seem that in common justice the 
Congress would do no less than to confer the permanent 
rank of admiral on William S. Sims. On his record in 
the war and before the great conflict Admiral Sims de 
serves the profoundest praise of the American people 
and, in turn, deserves to continue to serve in active eon- 
nection with the ‘future problems of the Navy.” 
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AID FOR STRANDED NAVY MEN. 


Acting Sectetary of the Navy Roosevelt on March 31 
authorized the following statement: 


The Navy Department has been advised that a fow 
discharged sailors are stranded in New York without 
funds to purchase railroad tickets to their homes, re- 
sulting in personal appeals to charitable organizations 
for assistance. Upon the discharge of enlisted men of 
the Navy, who enlisted for four years or for the present 
emergency, subsequent to the signing of the armistice 
there was no way by which they could be furnished 
transportation to their homes. To date the Department 
has released only such men as may have requested re- 
lease, and has not demobilized any men who desire to 
remain in the naval service. The Act of Congress, ap- 
proved Feb. 28, 1919, authorized furnishing ‘transporta- 
tion at the rate of five cents mile ‘to enlisted men of 
the Army, Navy and Marine upon discharge under 
honorable conditions, which ority is retroactive to 
Nov. 11, 1919. Such men as may have been discharged 
subsequent to the approval of the above act have ‘been 
furnished sufficient funds to purchase tickets to their 
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‘homes, ‘together with ‘the ‘$60 ‘bonus authorized in ‘the 
‘Revenue jbill; and the Railroad Administration has ;pro- 
wided a two-eent per mile rate to their homes in ‘the 
cases of men who present discharges or releases within 
forty-eight hours. P 

To correct this -situation in New York city, a com- 
missioned -officer of the Navy hasbeen assigned as trans- 
portation offjeer in New York. Headquarters have been 
established at 1244 Broadway, and any man in New 
Nork city released from the Navy, under honorable con- 
ditions, between Novy. 11, 1918, and Feb. 28, 1919, who 
has not sufficient funds to purchase a ticket home, upon 
application to the transportation officer will be given a 
government: transportation request for railroad _ ticket 
to his home together with cash for meals en route, upon 
presenting his discharge papers. The Railroad Admin- 
istration has .econsented to allow the two#ent per 
mile rate to this .class of men, and the department will 
be billed accordingly. The men -concerned wili be jn- 
structed iin the proper method of submitting claim to the 
Navy Department for transportation at the rate of five 
eerits per mile, the eost of the transportation and sub- 
sistence furnished being deducted from the amount to 
which they are entitled; and they will also be provided 
with blank forms.on which to submit claim for the $60 
bonus authorized in the Revenue bill. 
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G.C.M. OF CAPTAIN CHAMBERLAIN. 

Lord Donne, a captain in the Royal Flying Corpa, 
British army, testified at the G:C.M. in the case of Capt. 
Edmund .G. Chamberlain, U.S:M.C., which is ‘being held 
in London, ‘the charge .being that Captain Chamberlain 
did not make certain sensational ‘flights with British 
aviators as he claimed, and ‘for which he sought a decora- 
tion. Captain Dounie .said fhat no official recoril would 
be kept of a visit an American .officer might make to a 
British flying squadron mor of any unofficial flight he 
might make. Such ‘flights were net permitted. ‘He said 
that no flights pver the enemy’s lines were made by any 
squadron ‘of ‘the 9th British Brigade -at the time of Cap- 
tain Chaniberiain’s alleged visit to the squadron. Major 
R. S. ‘Maxwell, a famous British airman, who -.com- 
manded the squadron with which the American officer 
claimed to have made a flight, testified that the latter 
flew no ‘machine of his squadron. The British flying 
Officers, ‘he said, regarded the Ohamberlain report of 
his having ‘made the flight asa joke. When officers of 
the British mess questioned Captain Chamberlain about 
his supposed flight he was unable to point out on a map 
the airdome from which he obtained the machine he 
claimed to have used, nor could he say what kind of an 
engine ‘the machine was equipped with. At the next 
eday’s court proceedings Major Maxwell, on cross exami- 
nation, admitted that it was possible for a visitor ‘to 
have disguised himself in the clothing of a British pilot, 
with the connivance of some British officer, but the wit 
ness would be able to check up any falsification in the 
flyer’s report. The defense also brought out that Major 
Maxwell had said to Captain Chamberlain at Lille, 
where he met him at the officer’s mess in January, 1919: 
“Aren’t you the fellow that stole a Camel (the name 
of the machine) from us at Touquin?’ and also that he 
had told Lieut. Comdr. F. B. Allan, U.S.N., who had in- 
vestigated the Chamberlain case, that no squadron com- 
mander would admit having permitted a visitor to fly 
unoflicially, as that would mean reduction to the ranks, 
Major Maxwell on redirect examination testified that’ he 
could not remember if he had told Commander Allan he 
would like :to help Captain Chamberlain but could not. 

Captain Chamberlain personally examined witnesses 
at next day’s proceedings. In questioning Capt. VY. S. 
Bennett, a flight commander of the Royal Air Force, who 
took part in scores of combats during the war and who 
wears ‘the British Military Cross, he drew from him 
testimony tending to substantiate the feasibility of the 
various maneuvers which Captain Chamberlain claims to 
have made. Captain Chamberlain had said that duving 
his flight he landed between the British and the German 
lines, but that he had put three Germans who sought to 
capture him to flight by wrenching the compass from his 
airplane and brandishing it, making the Germans believe 
it was a hand grenade. Captain Bennett admitted the 
compass ‘might be mistaken for a hand grenade, but in- 





sisted that it would be impossible to wrench it from its 
fastenings. Captain Chamberlain has claimed that Ma- 
jor Vaucours, of the Royal Air Foree, was in command 


of the squadron with which Chamberlain claimed to have 
made the flight, and could substantiate his claims, ‘but 
official records of the Royal Air Force produced at the 
trial showed that Major. Vaucours was killed in action 
in Italy two weeks before the flight which Captain 
Chamberlain asserts he made. 

At the session of April 1 Major C.C. Miles, 43d Squad- 
ron, Royal Air Force, testified that an American Marine 
officer, accompanied by an American aviator named G. C. 
Whiting, had visited the British airdrome at Touquin, 
France, on July 26, 1918. He was unable to say if the 
officer was Captain Chamberlain, but said he knew Cap- 
tain Chamberlain never flew with his squadron and that 
he never borrowed or stole a British airplane. Capt. C 
N. Lowe, a flight commander of the Royal Air Force, 
stationed at Cortevilie, France, in July, 1918, where 
Chamberlain claimed to have been, testified that the sig- 
nature ©. N. Lowe, which was attached to one of Cap- 
tain Chamberlain’s alleged reports of his alleged aerial 
exploits, was not his, and that he knew of no other man 
in the British Air Service who had this name and in- 
itials. He declared he had never seen the Marine officer 
until the present court proceedings commenced. Two 
American civilian character witnesses testified they had 
known Captain Chamberlain for many years and they 
did not believe he was capable of committing a dishon- 
orable act. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The U.S.S. Ohio, disabled at sea, docked at the ‘navy 
yard, Philadelphia, April 3, with a damaged crank- 
shaft. The Ohio sailed March 25 for Brest to bring 
back troops. Three days later, when 800 miles off the 
eoast, trouble developed with the crankshaft. 

Rear Admiral T. J. Cowie, U.S.N., who is in charge of 
the Navy’s campaign in behalf of the Victory Liberty 
Loan, has sent a personal letter to all Navy officers on 
the inactive list urging them ‘to subscribe and work for 
the loan. 

Capt. Edward H. Durell, U.S.N., until recently in 
eommand of the Naval Training Station at San Fran- 
cisco, has .been assigned to command the U.S.S. Levia- 
than, now at Hoboken, NJ. He will be in.command of 
her on her next trip ‘to France. Captain Durell sue 
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ceeds Capt. William W. Phelps, who has had continuous 
sea duty for two years or more and will be given a 
shore assignment. Captain Durell has had over twenty 
years sea service, and his last tour of sea duty ended in 
January, 1947.

No vessel of the Navy shall begin a cruise on Sunday except 
in ease of emergency 

In order to insure the regular performance of divine ser- 
vices aboard, the vessels of the U.S. Navy, and at shore sta- 
tions, it is further ordered that in no instance shall secular 
work be allowed to interfere with the holding of divine ser- 
vices, and that every possible assistance and encouragement be 
given our chaplains in the conduct of such services. A suitable 
compartment or room shall be designated for this purpose, 
and properly rigged for the oecasion, and orderly quiet be 
maintained throughout the ship during divine services, The 
ship’s band shall always be made available for use at divine 
service, 

When there is no chaplain attached to his ship or station, the 
ma officer will arrange for and give every possible 

sistance to any naval chaplain in squadron, or adjacent, or 
available who might be able to come aboard for such purpose.

REORGANIZATION OF NEW YORK STATE GUARD. 

‘Aj reorganization of the present State Guard of New York 
on the lines recommended by the board of officers of which 
Brig. Gen. Cornelius Vanderbilt was president will, it is ex- 
pected, soon commence, with Major Gen. John F. 0’ ‘Ryan, late 
U.S.A., a8 commanding general. The officers of units will, as 
far as possible, be seleeted from officers who have had actual 
battle experience with the 27th Division, and it is hoped to 
secure enough of them to replace many of the officers of lesser 
experience now serving in the State Guard. 

It is understood that, among other changes, every command- 
ing officer in the New York Guard will be an officer who has 
served overseas, to be recommended by General O'’Ryan for 
appointment. Officers of the New York Guard who have been 
doing excellent work in their line, it is believed, will willingly 
relinquish their offices when necessary to those experienced in 
service abroad. Governor Smith is expected to make the 
formal appointment of General O’Ryan as commanding general 
almost any day, after the latter has had a brief rest. In the 
meantime General O’Ryan desires enlisted men who served in 
the 27th Division abroad to join the present New York Guard, 
which, as soon as it is inspected and is recognized by the 
Militia Bureau of the War Department, will become ‘‘National 
Guard.’’ The General desires to see a division of war vet- 
erans formed from the men who served in France and Belgium 
and who surely will prove a valuable asset.

B claims that either “Right” or “Left about’’ are proper 
but: that the file closers should dart through the column when 
the squads turn toward the file closers, Answer: The para- 
graph: is: poorly worded. The invariable custom in the Service 
is to perform the movement as follows: If the command be 
“Right about” the file closers turm to the right about. If the 
commaand be “Left about’’ the file closers turn to the left 
about, All file closers remain on the same side of the column 
as before and opposite the same rank, that is, if a sergeant 
were marching four inches from the right arm ef number one 
of the third rank from the head of the column before the move- 
ment, he would march, after the completion of the movement, 
four inches from the left of number four of the third rank 
from the rear of the column. 

Cc. F. L. asks: What is the position of the right hand in 
next to the last. count from “Port, Arms” to ‘Left shoulder, 
Arms”?

As a result the crusade against rats and iguanas, which be- 
gan on the islands in September, 1916, 1,783,937 rats and 
51,516 iguanas had been killed up to Feb. 15, 1919. In Janu- 
ary of 1919 alone 100,978 rats were killed and 1,215 iguanas. 
The total cost of the crusade has been $2,891, a bounty being 
paid by the Government for each rodent. One planter alone 
poisoned 25,700 rats in 1918.

Inttinois Auxm“t1AryY NAvy RELier Society. 
The annual report of the Illinois Auxiliary of the 
Navy Relief Society, Great Lakes Naval Training Sta- 
tion, for 1918 has recenty appeared in pamphlet form 
and shows an unusual condition of prosperity for the 
organization. Lieut. Comdr. J. D. Doyle (P.C.), U.S. 
N., who is the executive secretary of the organization 
and signs the report, gives high praise to the staff of the 
auxiliary, which moved its headquarters from Chicago to 
the Great Lakes Station on Feb. 1, 1918. One of the 
most profitable sources of revenue of the auxiliary was 
a theatrical entertainment called “The Great Lakes 
Revue,” made up entirely from the men at the station; 
its profits had been $31,157.97 at the time the report 
was closed on Dec. 31, 1918. Out of this sum the aux- 
iliary set aside a trust fund of $20,000 to establish a 
four-bed ward for the benefit of the wives of enlisted 
men in a Chicago hospital. The sum of $6,080.86 was 
also forwarded to the Michigan Auxiliary of the Navy 
Relief Society as its share of the receipts from three 
performances of the “Revue” given in Detroit. The 
“Leave it to a Sailor” show benefit netted $30,769.01. 
The large number of recruits flowing into the station 
during the war increased the membership of the auxil- 
iary to “phenomenal figures,” the membership dues 
amounting to $20,582. A new cafeteria and canteen 
building was erected during the year at a cost of $35,- 
276.08, necessitated by the great increase in the busi- 
ness done. The balance sheet of the Navy Relief cafe- 
teria and canteen shows cash on hand of $47,000 and 
merchandise to the value of $415,638.91. Since the re- 
port was submitted Rear Admiral A. H. Scales, U.S.N., 
the former honorary president of the auxiliary, has been 
detached and has been succeeded by Capt. F. B. Bassett, 
U.S.N. Mrs. Scales was the president of the society 
during the year covered by the report.
